Persie 
led all Penn National Race Course run¬ 
ners with nine wins at his home track 
(plus one at Timonium to tie Hot 
Rodin and the Penn National-based 
Blow the Whistle for the national lead 
with 10). See page 38 for related story. 
Ugottahaveheart, a Pennsylvania-bred 
gelding by Giant’s Causeway, finished sec¬ 
ond at Penn National with seven victories 
from 13 starts in 2018. Runnin’toluvya 
challenged the region’s leader with eight 
victories in nine starts last year at Charles 
Town Races. The now 5-year-old West 
Virginia-bred gelding by Fiber Sonde 
closed the season with seven consecu¬ 
tive wins, including three stakes, and 
earned $276,730. Late Night Pow 
Wow finished second by wins at Charles 
Town in 2018 with a record of 7-for-8 
and $335,720 in earnings. Champagne 
Chuck led the way at Parx Racing, win¬ 
ning seven of 19 starts and earning 
$141,770. Viva Forever and Ruble each 
won six races at Parx in 2018 to finish 
tied for second. Elsewhere in the region, 
Jeezum Jim and Ms Elegance tied for 
the top spot at Delaware Park with four 
wins apiece. Town Policy and Bama 


Bound tied for the lead at Monmouth 
Park also with four victories each and 
Rare Integrity won seven of nine starts 
last year to lead at Presque Isle Downs. 
Multiple victories weren’t restricted 
to those tracks with longer meets as 
King of the Jungle won two races at 
Timonium, claiming scores Aug. 24 and 
Sept. 3. 

OFFERED: By the Maryland Jockey 
Club in preparation for the start of the 
2019 season at Laurel Park, an incentive 
program for graded-stakes winners who 
participate in the track’s stakes sched¬ 
ule. Any Grade 1 winner in the past 12 
months will have their entry and starting 
fee waived if they run in a MJC stakes, 
with the exception of the Preakness 
Stakes-Gl. Any Grade 1 or Grade 2 win¬ 
ner in the past 12 months that run in 
either the $150,000 Bald Eagle Derby or 
Laurel Futurity, both Sept. 21, wiU have 
their entry and starting fee waived. 

SIGNED: A three-year agreement 
for 85 live racing days at Delaware Park 
racetrack, track management and the 
Delaware Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 


Association. The agreement provides 
for 85 days of living racing for 2019, 

2020 and 2021. The 2019 season opens 
Saturday, May 4 and closes Saturday, 
October 5. For the first three weeks of 
the meet, racing wiU be conducted on 
Saturdays, Mondays and Wednesdays. 
Thursdays will be added May 30 and 
continue through September 26. The 
Grade 3 Delaware Oaks is scheduled for 
Saturday, July 6 and the Grade 2 Delaware 
Handicap wiU be run July 13. “I am 
pleased and excited to announce the sign¬ 
ing of this multi-year agreement,” said 
Kevin DeLucia, senior vice president of 
racing/finance. “We have worked hard to 
provide exciting racing in the highly com¬ 
petitive Mid-Atlantic region by attracting 
quality horsemen to Delaware. Having 
stability and certainty for the next three 
seasons will help us to continue to build 
an attractive product.” D. Scott Peck, 
president of the DTHA, reinforced the 
sentiment of consistency and continuity. 
“We are very pleased, as we wiU have live 
racing on the first Saturday of May to 
coincide with Kentucky Derby, four addi¬ 
tional days of racing and the stability of a 
three-year contract,” he said. 



2019 MATCH Series has new format

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred Championships 

T he 2019 schedule for MATCH, 
the Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
Championships, features a new for¬ 
mat designed to encourage participation 
from horsemen, brand the series as spe¬ 
cial event days at the participating race¬ 
tracks, and make it easier for the racing 
public to foUow. Each track will host a 
MATCH Series Day, and a race in each 
of the four MATCH divisions will be 
contested on the card that day. 

The 2019 series will debut at Laurel 
Park Saturday April 20 and then move 
to Penn National Race Course June 1, 
Delaware Park July 13, Parx Racing Sept. 
2, and conclude with Championship 
Day at Monmouth Park Sept. 28. There 


win be four divisions: sprint dirt, sprint 
turf, fihy and mare sprint dirt and fiUy 
and mare long turf All divisions are for 
ages 3 and up and wiU have five stakes 
races. Race purses wiU be $100,000 each 
with a total purse pool of $2 mHion. 
Bonuses for owners and trainers wiU 
total $375,000 with $75,000 in divisional 
bonuses, $50,000 to the overaU series 
winning owner and $25,000 to the win¬ 
ning trainer. Also, there will be $40,000 
in breeders’ bonuses. 

“We were thrilled by the successful 
return of the MATCH Series in 2018,” 
said series founder Alan Foreman. “It 
was really well-received. The Series 
exceeded aU of our expectations and we 
are proud and excited to bring it back. 
We learned a lot in our return last year 
and have tried to make changes that are 
the product of numerous conversations 
with series participants, horsemen, track 
management and fans.” 


The MATCH Series, which debuted 
in 1997 and ran for five years, is a 
regional racing series that combines rich 
stakes and bonuses for owners, trainers 
and breeders over a six-month span. 
The series is a collaboration of race¬ 
tracks, horsemen’s and breeders’ orga¬ 
nizations in the Mid-Adantic—the 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 
and its affiliates in Delaware, Maryland, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania; Maryland 
Jockey Club (Laurel Park); Delaware 
Park; Greenwood Gaming and 
Entertainment (Parx); Penn National 
Gaming (Penn National Race Course); 
Darby Development (Monmouth Park); 
Pennsylvania HBPA; Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association; Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association; 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association 
of New Jersey; and Delaware Certified 
Thoroughbred Program.

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Diamond B Farm expanding on soiid ground 


D iamond B Farm wasn’t casting 

about for new stallions to add to its 
roster for the 2019 breeding sea¬ 
son—but the phone kept ringing. And, in 
a climate of much-sought-after stability 
for Pennsylvania’s Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try, Glenn and Becky Brok couldn’t say 
no to solid prospects. 

And that’s why the farm added 
Eastwood, Flashback and Social 
Inclusion to a roster that already included 
Talent Search and Uptowncharlybrown. 

'‘People feel secure about 
Pennsylvania now,” said Glenn Brok in 
January. "We’ve got our money [owner, 
breeder and stallion bonuses] locked in 
and we feel it’s a good time to support 
Pennsylvania breeders and bring in new 
stallions. People approached us and how 
could you not say yes to them?” 

The mood is a long reach from one 
horsemen displayed a few years ago, 
when the state’s Thoroughbred incentives 
seemed to annually be targets for reduc¬ 
tions based on whatever political wind 
was sweeping through Harrisburg. Just as 
stability breeds investment, uncertainty 
takes a tax. 

Diamond B was built in 2003, but 
didn’t become a stallion farm until 
2010 when Talent Search arrived. The 
Broks had built a reputation for breed¬ 
ing and raising good horses, but starting 
a stud farm took more commitment 
and an ability to weather storms. Many 
Februarys, right about the time breeding 
sheds opened, the Pennsylvania industry 
would face questions about its future. 

"It seemed like it would come up 
every year; it scared me, scared a lot of 
people,” said Glenn. "But we owned 
a farm. We were invested. People who 
didn’t own farms, they could quit, but 
horses are what we do. We had no choice 
but to go for it.” 

Thanks to solid commitments to 
purses and breeding incentives 
(Pennsylvania-bred/sired Thoroughbreds 
can sometimes race for double the purses 
in open races in the state). There’s far 
more to it than that, but the key now is in 
the long-range predictability. The state 
lost business when the funding mecha-

nisms came into question, but appears 
ready to robustly bounce back now. 

Diamond B isn’t the only stud farm to 
benefit, but will be one of the busiest in 
2019 thanks to the new names. 

Owned by Town and Country Farm, 
Eastwood sold for $240,000 as a wean¬ 
ling and $800,000 after winning his first 
two starts as a 3-year-old. Brok loves the 
horse’s pedigree as a son of Speightstown 
and the Deputy Minister mare Fifth 
Avenue Ball. 

Flashback raced for Gary and Mary 
West, winning a Grade 2 and earn¬ 
ing $405,730. The son of Tapit had 11 
juvenile winners in his first crop (foaled 
in 2016), including the Grade 1-placed 
Boujie Girl, and moved to Diamond B 
from Kentucky’s HiU ‘n’ Dale Farm. 

Social Inclusion, whose first foals are 
yearlings, moves in from Florida. The son 
of Pioneerof the Nile finished third in 
the 2014 Preakness-Gl to Horse of the 
Year California Chrome and set a track 
record (while beating eventual champion 
older horse of 2015 Honor Code) at 
Gulfstream Park that winter. 

They join Talent Search, an 
established leader in the state, and 
Uptowncharlybrown, whose impact 
continues to grow after producing five 
winners from his first crop of nine foals 
born in 2014. 

"We certainly appreciate the Wests for 
believing in us and sending us Flashback, 
I’m excited to have Social Inclusion in 
Pennsylvania. What a good racehorse he 
was,” said Glenn. "There’s a lot to like 
about Eastwood. Talent Search is the 
horse that made us get into the stallion 
business and I can’t say enough about 
‘Charly.’ He’s freaky amazing. He made 
me believe in him.” 

Like always, the ultimate success will 
be up to the stallions but the Broks—who 
added a "nice” stallion barn and "proper” 
breeding shed to the farm in the last few 
years—pay full credit to the racing climate 
in their home state. 

"I hope they realize what this means,” 
Glenn said of legislators and others 
watching. "There’s a sense of security 
now and you see it.”

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Virginia gearing up for 2019 meet at Colonial Downs

T he future of Colonial Downs, and by 
extension Virginia’s storied live racing 
and breeding industry, is back on track 
and shining bright after shutting down and 
sitting dark for almost five years. 

“Isn’t it amazing?” said John Marshall, 
senior vice president and general manager 
of Colonial Downs Group, which oversees 
and operates the new Colonial Downs and 
Rosie’s Gaming Emporium in New Kent 
and has pledged an initial $300 million 
investment in the property’s resurrection. 

Marshall, the former vice president and 
general manager at The Meadows harness 
racing and gaming facility in Pennsylvania 
and Calder Race Course in South Florida, 
is building a management team and over¬ 
seeing the makeover since the track was 
purchased from Jacobs Entertainment last 
April by the Chicago-based Revolutionary 
Racing. In mid-January, Colonial announced 
the hiring of JiU Byrne as vice president of 
racing. The Virginia native, whose father 
Peter Howe trained champions Soothsayer 
and Proud Delta for the Montpelier farm 
of Marion duPont Scott, was most recently 
senior director of Industry Relations with 
the Breeders’ Cup in addition to other 
posts in racing with ChurchiU Downs and 
TVG network. 

Had it not been for the 2018 passage 
of expanded gambling legislation to allow 
historical horse racing in Virginia, the deal 
would never have been brokered. 

The horsemen, who formed the Virginia 
Equine Alliance after their acrimonious 
dispute with the Jacobs group led to the 
track’s closure, worked with Revolutionary 
Racing to pass the biU and ensure historical 
racing will provide lucrative and ongoing 
financial support to live racing. 

“In the Mid-Atlantic, racing can func¬ 
tion because of an alternative revenue 
source so that was critical in getting 
Virginia going again,” said Jeb Hannum, 
Virginia Equine Alliance executive direc¬ 
tor. “The closure of the track was a real 
kick in the gut for the horsemen and for 
the state. It has been a difficult thing to get 
over. Now we are enormously excited and 
we’re also cautiously optimistic.” 

Revolutionary Racing, which plans an 
April 20 opening for Rosie’s Gaming at 
Colonial Downs with 600 historical rac¬ 
ing machines, is enthusiastically optimistic. 




The 15-day live Thoroughbred meeting 
runs from Aug. 8 to Sept. 7, with racing 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday at 5 p.m. 
plus a Monday Labor Day card at 1 p.m., 
and the purse structure is top tier. 

“We have to talk about racing in 2019 
and 2020 in the same breath,” Marshall 
said. “In 2020 we’ll do 30 days of rac¬ 
ing and we’re looking to open August 21 
and race through October 23, three days 
per week, with an average purse level of 
$600,000 distribution per day. For 2019 
we’re looking at $400,000 to $500,000 per 
day, which puts us right up among the 
highest nationally. For 2020, at $600,000 
per day, we’U be able to say that we offer 
the second highest purse levels in North 
America, second to only Keeneland at that 
time of the year.” 

The revival of racing at Colonial 
Downs, which will repatriate the Virginia 
Derby-G3 Aug. 31, the Virginia Oaks Aug. 
30 and the Virginia-bred program from 
the Maryland tracks throughout the meet, 
is unquestionably a shot in the arm for the 
region. 

But the landscape has changed since 
Colonial Downs last ran in 2013. Now The 
Stronach Group conducts live racing virtu¬ 
ally year round in Maryland but Marshall 
does not envision any conflict. To the 
contrary, he sees a collaboration. 

“We have definitely captured the atten¬ 
tion of The Stronach Group. I’ve been 
talking to them and we’re going to get 
together in February to see how we can 
work together in creating opportunities 
for the industry and harmony within the 
industry,” said Marshall, who added that 


80 percent of Colonial’s races will be on 
the turf “From our perspective. Colonial 
Downs is not a threat to Laurel as much 
as it is an asset to Gulfstream. We’ll be 
positioned to do some great prep races 
to help the Gulfstream Park crew get off 
to a great start by springboarding from 
Colonial Downs, and conversely at Laurel, 
I’m expecting an interplay between Laurel 
Park’s racing office and Colonial Downs 
racing office. The way we set the days up 
is that we use the bridge of the Timonium 
meet where there is no turf racing available 
so that horsemen will have turf options at 
Colonial Downs in that period.” 

Marshall said that the purse structure, 
which Revolutionary Racing is confident 
can be maintained as it has accrued over 
time from revenue in Virginia’s advance 
deposit wagering system and will be sup¬ 
ported by funds from Virginia’s network 
of off-track betting sites and its expansive 
network of historic horse racing facilities, 
will make the track an ideal destination for 
horsemen heading south for the winter. 

“If you look at our days, our strat¬ 
egy is to lure some early departures from 
the Northeast as they are heading to 
Gulfstream and Tampa,” said Marshall, 
who added that the stable area would 
accommodate 1,000 horses starting July 
25. “They will be able to stop at Colonial 
on the way, stable on the grounds, train and 
run for some great purses here.” 

After struggling since Colonial Downs 
was non-operational, the Virginia horse¬ 
men are eagerly anticipating the opportu¬ 
nity to compete for those big purses right 
at home. 

“The rebirth of Colonial Downs means 
everything to our racing and breeding 
industry,” said Althea (Robin) Richards, 
owner of Goshen Farm in Millwood and 
the former president of the Virginia HBPA 
for about a dozen years and the national 
HBPA for three years. 

“I’ve been through the ups and downs 
and everything in between. When Jeff 
Jacobs pulled out nobody could imagine 
what the future would be. Things weren’t 
great for Virginia breeders. We were really 
languishing and down to producing about 
100 foals a year. It’s quite remarkable that

here we are all these years later about to 
have a rebirth. The thing of which I am 
most proud is how creative, inventive and 
passionate everyone in Virginia is.” 

Marshall said Revolutionary Racing, 
also in talks with the National Steeplechase 
Association on a partnership, is committed 
to the long haul. 

“I understand the state of the industry 
and the gravity of this opportunity for 
everybody, including the owners, breeders, 
trainers, the agri-business component that 
goes along with it,” he said. “We want to 
be seen as a race meet that is celebrated 
by everyone in the industry similar to 


Saratoga, Del Mar and the Gulfstream 
Championship meet. That is the level we 
aspire to be. There are no excuses. We 
know it’s going to take 2019 and maybe 
2020 to get there, but with the purse 
resources, the geography and our loca¬ 
tion on the calendar we believe strongly 
in achieving that status in short order. We 
have entered Virginia on the premise of 
revitalizing horse racing in Virginia. People 
are going to be watching us and we have 
to live up to it. We want to grow the cred¬ 
ibility we’ve established.” 

The Virginia Equine Alliance, which 
operated Virginia’s OTB network since the 


shutdown, will turn the business over to 
Revolutionary Racing once the racetrack 
is up and running. Hannum offered high 
praise for the horsemen’s new partner. 

“The new team has been great to work 
with,” he said. “They have racing experi¬ 
ence and a passion for the sport. They 
want to do it properly and they want 
to have great racing at Colonial Downs. 
Tracks don’t come back to life. There are 
not too many people out there looking to 
buy racetracks and revitalize them. Virginia 
is a unique situation and this a great story.”

I t was arguably the package deal of 
a lifetime. In 2007, breeder/owner 
Don Wilson agreed sight unseen to 
purchase a pregnant 6-year-old Smart 
Strike broodmare, the foal at her side and 
her yearling filly for $80,000 from Bob 
Bathen’s Bathen Thoroughbreds. Wilson 
was confident he knew all he needed to 
know about his new acquisition: she had 
The X Factor. 

As was Bathen, Wilson was-and still 
is-an avid proponent of the research that 
supports the genetic link between large- 
heart size and the performance of the 
equine athlete. Through his enthusiasm 
for the theory, he became great friends 
with Marianna Haun, author of The X 
Factor: What It Is (& How To Find It: The 
Relationship Between Inherited Heart Si^^e and 
Racing Performance. 

“Now I can almost pick out an X 
Factor horse just by looking at them,” 
Wilson said. “We don’t deviate from it; 
somebody in the breeding, primarily a 
mare, has to have the X Factor. You can 
breed that mare to a fast, speedy horse 
and you’U end up getting something pretty 
darn good. There are people who say 
there is nothing to it, but it works for us.” 

The mare. Free Strike, has indeed been 
pretty darn good to Wilson, his daughter 
Terri Amos and son Rick Wilson, who 
base their operation at Wilson’s 15-acre 
Windmare Thoroughbreds in Pylesville, 
Md. Led by multiple stakes placed Escrow 


Kid, earner of $561,749, Free Strike’s 
progeny have now amassed more than 
$1 million in earnings. And, one by 
one, they’ve made their way back to the 
family’s farm. 

Bred in Kentucky by Sun Valley 
Farm from the Danzig mare Free City, 
Free Strike had a modest career on the 
racetrack, winning once in 16 starts and 
earning $12,076. She was the centerpiece 
in the grouping sold to Wilson which 
included Dancing Feet, her yearling 
by Dance Master; Escrow Kid, then a 
weanling, by City Place; and a foal in 
utero to the cover of Pure Prize. Wilson 
settled his new acquisitions on the 
Pennsylvania farm he owned with his 
brother at the time, where Free Strike 
delivered a filly named Pure Strike on May 
18, 2008. 

With his Thoroughbred holdings 
increasing, Wilson needed to make a 
decision about breaking and training. His 
friend Jodi Pointer knew a young couple, 
Carl Doran and his wife Megan Wicks 
Doran, just getting their business off 
the ground. Pointer recommended that 
Megan reach out to Wilson. 

“Don was the first phone call I made to 
try to hustle business to my breaking farm 
in ChurchviUe [Md.],” Megan said. “That 
is where Don and Carl met, and Carl has 
been their trainer ever since.” 

Raised not far from The Curragh 
racecourse in the Dublin suburb of 


Tallaght, Doran rode races in Ireland 
before being coaxed to the United States 
by his best friend Mark O’Dwyer, now 
an assistant to trainer Tom Morley. After 
spending time in Florida, Doran headed 
to Maryland, working at Delaware Park in 
the mornings and holding down a farm 
job in the afternoons. It was there that he 
met Megan. 

“Megan broke Dancing Feet, Free 
Strike’s first foal,” Wilson said. “And then 
we sent her to Clyde Martin at Delaware. 
Nothing good happened with her [she 
never hit the board in two career starts], 
but she caught the attention of some 
Quarter Horse people who took her out 
to Montana and bred her to one of the 
best stallions in the world. And she had 
a heck of a baby by that stallion. Now 
actually we are getting her back after all 
this time. She’s bred to Jersey Town so 
that foal is coming in 2019.” 

Free Strike’s second foal. Escrow 
Kid, was the game changer for aU his 
connections. 

“Carl was working for Chuck Lawrence 
and just had one horse of his own at that 
time,” Wilson said. “He asked what I was 
going to do with Escrow, whom Megan 
was breaking. I said Tm gonna give him 
to you.’ We were learning and they were 
learning at the same time. Carl started 
training him, and he just started winning 
money and kept it up.” 
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Escrow Kid was a tank, running 14 times as a 3-year-old in 
2010, including a start in the Jaipur Stakes-G3 at Belmont Park 
and Saratoga’s Latham Stakes three weeks later. He was back at 
Saratoga the following year in one of his 10 starts at 4, finishing 
sixth in the Forego Stakes-Gl won by Jackson Bend. Crossing 
the wire behind him that day were graded stakes winners Regal 
Ransom and Sidney’s Candy. On it went for seven seasons, from 
2010 until 2016. Between seven and 14 starts each year with at 
least one win and multiple triple-digit speed figures. Claimed 
from Wilson at Saratoga in 2012 by Tony Dutrow for Michael 
Dubb, Escrow Kid made the rounds on the New York circuit 
before he ended up back in Doran’s barn for owner Robert 
Atkinson in October 2013. 

But the ping-pong tournament wasn’t over yet for Escrow 
Kid. Hugh McMahon took him for $25,000 at Laurel in 
December 2014. Eight months later, McMahon dropped him 
in for $7,500 at Laurel, and Wayne Potts claimed the horse. In 
November 2015, McMahon claimed him back for $5,000 at 
Laurel. Jennie Wilhelm-Saldana haltered him for $5,000 three 
months later. Juan Vazquez took the 9-year-old gelding for 
$7,500 at Parx in March 2016. 

He reeled off three straight wins at Parx for Vazquez, and 
then there was a period of radio silence late that summer. When 
Escrow Kid showed up in the entries at Parx Nov. 22, 2016, 
Doran was ready and waiting at the claim box with $7,500. It 
was game, set and match with a record of 75-16-12-11 and 
$561,749 earned. 

Escrow Kid spent some downtime at Megan’s farm before 
settling into retirement at Windmare Thoroughbreds where he 
shares the barn with his dam and half-sister Pure Strike, now 11. 
The earner of $152,209, Pure Strike is in foal to Friesan Fire for 
2019, as is Free Strike. 

The Dorans have started all of Free Strike’s offspring. D T 
Goodie, a 6-year-old Jump Start gelding, was stiU in training with 
Michael Catalano at the end of 2018 and has earned more than 
$200,000. His fuU-sister Justa Scoch, now 5, is with the Dorans 
and has four wins and $136,716. Next will come Grace N Favor, 
a 2-year-old filly by Friesan Fire. 

“Friesan Fire,” Don Wilson declared, “is going to be the next 
big sire.” 

“Free Strike and her offspring really gave my career a jump 
start right off the bat,” Doran said. “I was very fortunate that 
Don gave me a chance to train Escrow Kid. Over the years, my 
relationship with Don has grown, although he always treated 
Megan and I like family, he has really become more of a second 
father figure for me which has been very special as my family 
lives in Ireland. The whole family has contributed to my success 
as a trainer and my life in Maryland.” 

And while Don Wilson scoffed in amusement at the 
suggestion that he’s created a bit of a dynasty—both with his 
own offspring and Free Strike’s—Megan Doran is a believer. 

“When we began working together, Don was the entire show,” 
she said. “He has brought in Rick and Terri, who have really 
raised the bar going from adult children who enjoyed their dad’s 
hobby to in-the-trenches horsemen. Learning horsemanship 
skills on young Thoroughbreds is a daunting task. It’s incredible; 
they went from standing outside the stall looking in to grooming, 
bathing, pulling manes, holding for the farrier and even foaling 
mares. The fact that Rick and Terri have pursued this as adults 
and not crazy young kids has been very impressive.” ^

Editorial

Save Pimlico, 
because it’ll 
be worth it 


L ast summer, I wrote a “Save Pimlico 
because. . column in this space. 
Long on sentiment and short 
on facts or direction, the column was 
supposed to make people think, to be an 
inspiration of some kind, to fill this space 
in a somewhat lively fashion, provide 
some context to the whole thing—oh, and 
beat a deadline. 

Yes, the home of the Preakness is too 
old and broken down to continue much 
longer. It’s a great old place, but it’s falling 
apart. Of course, aU things being equal, 
the second-oldest track in North America 
(1870) would be restored and treasured. 

But aU things aren’t equal. I knew that 
then, and I know it now. 

“Saving” Pimlico probably won’t 
happen. The business side is too 
challenging, too expensive, too big. But 
that doesn’t mean it’s impossible. That’s 
the point I tried to make last time. And I 
guess it’s the same one I’m making now. 

In December, the Maryland Stadium 
Authority released the long-anticipated 
(dreaded?) second phase of its study 
on the track’s future. Phase One was 
completed in February 2017 and was 


more of an analysis than a plan. Phase 
One determined that Pimlico could 
indeed remain the long-term home of 
the Preakness, but also pointed to much- 
needed renovations and redevelopment. 

Call Phase Two the plan. Or, more 
correctly, a plan. It’s one vision for the 
redevelopment of the racetrack and 
much of the surrounding area. The study 
presents three options-two which leave 
the track in its current position with 
a new open-air grandstand and some 
surrounding development. Another 
option goes aU-in, and involves shifting 
the track 35 degrees clockwise so it’s 
parallel with Belvedere Avenue. The idea 
is to connect Pimlico to the surrounding 
community with road extensions, mixed- 
use facilities, recreation fields, a park, 
public events and more. Study organizers 
called this option the Palio after the 
famous Palio di Siena horse races in Siena, 
Italy. 

The Palio plan is bold, includes far 
more than a racetrack and connects 
Pimlico with the Park Heights 
neighborhood south and to the 
LifeBridge Health campus to the east. 

The Palio plan is more of a neighborhood 
project than simply the creation of a new 
home for the second leg of the Triple 
Crown. Pimlico’s 110 acres would become 
a central part of the area, home to world- 
class racing in May but also to restaurants, 
homes, apartments, concerts, soccer 
games, a park, roads crossing through the 
actual track and anything else you might 
dream up. 

It’s really cool. And really expensive 
at |424 million (gulp). But (Td you 
expect anything else? Studies like 
this finish with expensive visionary 
proposals. The stadium authority engaged 
industry leaders Crossroads Consulting, 
Populous, RK&K Engineering, Entreken 
Associates and Turner Construction in 
the study. They’ve developed some of 
the world’s finest public facilities — do 
Ascot Racecourse, Baltimore’s Inner 
Harbor, Oriole Park, Ravens Stadium and 
Madison Square Garden sound OK to 
you? Companies like this don’t undertake 
meaningless projects. 

In short, a new Pimlico would be 
spectacular. Of course, the devil is in the 
details and the finished version of a new 
Pimlico might look different than the 
one pictured in the study. Someone has 
to pay for it. The consensus is some sort 


of public/private partnership between 
the state, the city, Pimlico’s owner The 
Stronach Group and probably more than 
a few others. 

Sounds easy. Hah. 

I’m not a city planner, but it could 
happen. Couldn’t it? It would take bonds 
and loans and tax breaks for starters. The 
study estimated the economic impact of 
a Preakness Stakes at a revitalized Pimlico 
to be $58.9 million a year with more than 
$5 million in taxes generated annually for 
the state and the city. Surely, that’s worth 
something. 

It would take some sacrifice. 
Everybody will have to give up a little. 
Probably a lot. 

One, forget year-round training at 
Pimlico. Sorry, horsemen. Laurel, perhaps 
a revitalized Bowie or some other training 
center yet to be considered will be 
your homes. There’s room for another 
version of Fair HiU Training Center—on 
a smaUer/more affordable scale—in the 
region too. 

Two, spend some money Maryland 
Jockey Club. You own the place after all. 
The Racetrack Facility Renewal Account, 
funded by slots, generated $10 million in 
fiscal year 2018. Some of that will need 
to go to Pimlico someday, and not just 
Laurel. 

Three, yield some control everybody. 
For better or worse, Pimlico is a part 
of Baltimore. It’s more than a racetrack. 
Somebody negotiate a solution—tax 
credits, a loan, a purchase of the land 
by the city/state with a lease back to the 
MJC for operations. I’m just writing here, 
but there’s a formula. Work on it. 

Four, find some partners. Hey, racing- 
minded developers (we aU know you’re 
out there) here’s your chance to mix 
business with well, business. 

Five, think big Baltimore and Maryland 
politicians. In January, Senate President 
Thomas “Mike” Miller said the Preakness 
should move to Laurel. That’s the easy 
answer. The hard answer involves keeping 
the Preakness in Baltimore. I know, I 
know . . . the neighborhood is depressed 
. . . nobody wants to go there . . . it’s too 
dangerous . . . 

But think bigger for a moment. 

Projects like the Palio option are what 
turn around city neighborhoods. The 
old Pimlico has long been an obstacle to 
change in the area. A new version would 
be a path. Take it. #

The Good life 

Trainer Lynn A^shby finds success, peace 
from base at Delaware training center

F rom the front seat of her car, Lynn Ashby peers through the 
windshield and presses the stopwatch as the bay horse begins his 
workout on the training track, passing each marker at a steady clip. 
The blustery late November day has the horse and rider fighting the wind 
as they come into the sandy stretch at Delaware’s Middletown Training 
Center; she presses the watch again when they cross the finish directly in 
front of her. 

''Good, that’s really good,” said Ashby. "That was a nice work.” 


It’s been an excellent run of late for the 
veteran trainer, who won the first graded 
Thoroughbred stakes race of her career 
in 2017 with Jon Marshall’s Tricky Escape, 
but has been a top trainer of Arabian 
horses for several decades. 

Ashby and her husband Mark also man¬ 
age and maintain the 500-acre establish¬ 
ment in Middletown, Del., more popularly 
known as Sharp Farm, where they prep 
young horses, get horses Delaware certi¬ 
fied, and train for owners such as Marshall. 
They live a fast-paced, whirlwind life; in 
addition to shipping to different racetracks 
and taking care of the farm’s business, they 
oversee the breaking and early training 
of dozens of horses. Yet time is some¬ 
thing Lynn Ashby, a 68-year-old California 
native, thought was running out just a few 
years ago, when she was diagnosed with 
breast cancer. 

It was a battle she believed she might 
lose. Thanks to the support of her doctors, 
friends, family, the devotion of Mark, and 
her fighting spirit, she has put those days 
behind her and is looking ahead-to the 
next race, the next crop of yearlings, and 
eventually retirement, in which she and 
Mark plan to see the country behind the 
wheel of their RV. 


Lynn Ashby’s story begins in the fertile 
land of California’s San Joaquin Valley, 
south of Sacramento with San Francisco to 
the west and the Sierra Nevada Mountains 
to the east. Called the “food basket of 
the world,” the San Joaquin Valley is well 
known for its vineyards, and it is there, in 
the town of Lodi, where Ashby was raised. 

“I was the oldest of seven children, and 
my stepfather was a crop duster who had 
his own business,” she said. “He was also 
an avid gardener, and I learned how to 
graft, I loved the whole agriculture thing, 
there was a lot of horticulture in Lodi. I 
was never worried about getting dirty. I was 
the first girl to be accepted into an agri¬ 
culture class, it had always been aU boys. 
We had to castrate sheep, clip their teeth, 
things like that, it was kind of cool.” 

From the time she was very young, 
Ashby had been enamored with horses, 
and as she got older remembered “begging 
and begging and begging” her parents for a 
horse. Finally, when she was 13, one of the 
pilots who worked for her stepfather gave 
her a Tennessee Walker mare (and a foal 
by her side). It turned out to be her project 
for agriculture class, and sent her down her 
career path. 


Ashby thought she might want to be 
a veterinarian, but after marrying Mark, 
a fabrication engineer, at 19 (he was 20), 
and soon after having daughter Lynette 
and son Garrett, she became a horse 
trainer. She trained endurance horses at 
first, and then the lure of better money 
in Washington State prompted them to 
buy a farm in Trout Lake, a small town 
(population less than 1,000) just outside 
the Gifford Pinchot National Forest, one 
of the oldest national forests in the United 
States in the shadow of Mount Adams, a 
snow-covered volcano. 

From her Trout Lake farm, Ashby 
would sprint horses in the Pinchot forest 
snow, then stand them in the glacier-fed 
White Salmon River to get their legs tight. 
She would always have fit horses when the 
endurance season started. 

“When we moved from California to 
Washington State, Mark went to work for a 
saw miU, and he built a steam plant and was 
an engineer on a tugboat on the Columbia 
River,” she said. “He can weld or build any¬ 
thing, with any kind of metal. And he’s a 
carpenter, and he can make blueprints. He 
could have done anything, been famous, 
and what does he do? He follows me 
around, racing horses. He’s not as passion¬ 
ate as I am, but he loves the sport. He’s the 
best husband you could ever have.” 

By 1984, she bought her first purebred 
Arabian and soon excelled with them, 
becoming leading trainer in Oregon and 
Washington. Her first Arabian win came in 
Washington and then many more followed— 
at Ferndale, Sacramento, Grant’s Pass, 
Salem, Primeville, Fresno, Los Alamitos. 

“We won a lot of stakes at Los Alamitos, 
they had good money there,” she recalled. 
But soon, traveling up and down the West 
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Built to look-a little-like Churchill Downs, the track house features two apartments and a great view. 


Coast and being away from Mark made 
them both decide to try something differ¬ 
ent, together. 

“I was on the racing circuit and Mark 
became breed representative, and it was 
very grassroots, it couldn’t get any more 
grassroots than what it was,” she said. “I 
was doing well, but the money wasn’t there. 
And then all of a sudden, in the Arabian 
magazines, we read that the industry was 
really taking off in Delaware. And Mark 
was so sick of his family being gone on the 
circuit that we thought about going to the 
East Coast. 

Mark had one question, “Can you make 
a living at this?” 

Lynn’s answer was yes, or at least she 
thought so. 

“He was going crazy, because he missed 
us,” she said. “We decided to go [in 1986], 
and Mark quit his job and we went for 
three months to Delaware Park, leaving 
Lynette and Garrett to take care of the 
farm. So we came out here right before 
the Fourth of July and it was so humid—I 
wasn’t used to that kind of heat.” 

Training horses in the high country of 
Trout Lake was much different than train¬ 
ing in the summer heat of Delaware, and 
Ashby admits she didn’t make the proper 
adjustments. 


“This business keeps you humble,” she 
said. “When we first came to Delaware 
Park, Arabians weren’t allowed Lasix or 
Bute, and the air quality was terrible. We 
came from pristine air in Washington State, 
and the humidity was terrible here. I didn’t 
want to use Lasix, but you had to. And we 
did so bad that first year, we only won one 
race. I was used to winning 20, 30 races. So 
we went home to Washington State with 
our tail tucked between our legs. We sold 
what horses we could in Delaware and 
Mark started working again. It took me 
nearly two years, but I put another stable 
together and I told Mark that I wanted to 
try it one more time.” 

When Lynn and Mark returned to 
Delaware, they rented a house not far from 
Sharp Farm and later established their 
MarLyn Meadow Arabians on Bayview 
Road, in Middletown, after selling their 
farm in Trout Lake. 

Along the way, Lynn Ashby became an 
international force in Arabian racing. She 
is the aU-time leading trainer by lifetime 
earnings with $8,719,390, according to 
the Arabian Jockey Club, more than $3 
million more than runner-up Bill Waldron 
(Ashby’s daughter Lynette is sixth with 
$3,121,818). She’s conditioned many top 
horses for owners such as the late King 
Hassan of Morocco and other interna¬ 


tionally prominent breeders, and traveled 
around the world. Two of her best runners 
are 2002 and 2004 Darley Horse of the 
Year Da Adios, who is the sport’s highest 
money earner among colts and geldings 
with $622,048, and 1999 Darley Horse of 
the Year Royal Atheena, the sport’s high¬ 
est-earning fiUy or mare with $325,259, 
according to the AJC. 

The Darley Awards, founded in 1987 to 
honor the best in Arabian racing, bestowed 
the title of Leading Trainer on Ashby eight 
times, most recently in 2015, when she 
was chosen from conditioners around the 
globe at a 2016 ceremony in Hollywood. 

By 2013, Lynn and Mark began think¬ 
ing about retirement, having spent several 
decades with rarely a day off from racing 
or tending to their Delaware farm. They 
even bought a fifth-wheel recreational 
vehicle, in which they planned to spend 
leisurely days traveling across the country. 
Yet the horses weren’t quite ready to let 
them drive into the sunset. 

“I was training horses for Bill Gotwals, 
the financial manager for Bayard Sharp’s 
farm,” Lynn said. “He talked to us about 
managing it, as it was rundown, with only a 
skeleton crew and a light group of horses, 
maybe 20.”

The farm, on Choptank Road in Mid¬ 
dletown just over the Maryland border 
from the Chesapeake City horse country 
of Northview Stallion Station and others, 
was now owned by Will Parish, whose wife, 
Sarah, was Sharp’s daughter. Sharp had 
established the farm in the early 1940s; in 
addition to the training track, there were 
nine houses for employees and multiple 
barns. 

The farm’s first manager and trainer 
was Charlie Peoples. Peoples only had 
one employer his whole life. Sharp, rid¬ 
ing steeplechasers for him from 1944 to 
1953, while wintering at Sharp Farm and in 
Florida. Peoples managed the farm until he 
was in his early 70s. Gotwals called Peoples 
“kind of a tyrant,” but there was more to it. 

When Sharp was a teenager, he rescued 
two young children from a pond. One was 
Peoples, then 4. The two men figured out 
that connection long after Peoples started 
working with Sharp’s horses, but were con¬ 
nected for decades. 

In 1959, they went to the Kentucky 
Derby with Troilus. He’d won the Flamingo 
at Hialeah, and set the early pace in the 
Derby before finishing last. The colt died 
less than two weeks later of a torn intes¬ 
tine. Other stars followed as Peoples devel¬ 
oped a long list of standout horses-Grade 
1 winners Mississippi Mud, Bishop’s Ring 
and Papal Power, Pennsylvania Derby-G2 
winner and influential sire (and Mississippi 
Mud’s son) Dixieland Band, his son 
Dixieland Brass (a Grade 2 winner), mul¬ 
tiple stakes winner and Grade 1-placed 
Baron de Vaux and a string of others. AU 
learned their early lessons and trained at 
Sharp Farm. 

“I didn’t know anything about horses 
when I first started working for Mr. Sharp,” 
said Gotwals. “I learned by listening to 
Charlie, who called every day to complain 
about something.” 

Eventually, Peoples (who died in 1999) 
retired and was replaced by Michael Cotero, 
a former exercise rider, followed by Mike 
Zwiesler, a trainer and assistant for Lane’s 
End Farm, in 1999. Zwiesler left in 2011, 
and Ashby was recommended to Gotwals 
by Russell Jones, the former owner of 
Walnut Green in West Chester, whose wife 
Donnan is a member of the Sharp family. 

After the Ashbys decided to take the 
job (“He twisted our arms,” said Lynn), 
they told Gotwals there was much work to 
be done in order to get the place back into 
shape, and that they’d give him five years. 

See if you can make it pay, Gotwals 
said. They gave him an estimate of what it 
would cost to put in a new track and a 
training barn for all-weather use, as many

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She was then started on chemotherapy, 
which made her extremely ill. The treat¬ 
ments took several hours, and she would 
get home in time to start throwing up for 
days. 

“I got so sick,” she said. “I had diver¬ 
ticulitis that never bothered me until the 
chemo started, and it just irritated every¬ 
thing. So the doctors said they wanted to 
remove nine inches of my lower intestine, 
and they also took out my ovaries.” 

As she recovered from the surgery 
and endured the chemotherapy treatments, 
Lynn relied on a strong support system. 
Mark took care of her, and people on the 
farm helped keep things running. 

“I drove the people who work for me 
crazy,” she said. “1 couldn’t stand just being 
in the house. I’d have enough energy to 
walk in here [the office], and then I’d start 
throwing up.” 

She would become so sick after che¬ 
motherapy that she would end up in the 


for a mammogram the year before, as she’d 
been busy traveling with the horses. 

had a funny feeling about it, because 
breast cancer is really prominent in my 
family—my mother, my grandmother, my 
aunts, my sister,” she said. After seeing 
her doctor, a series of tests was scheduled, 
and soon after she got the bad news—it 
was Stage 4, and it was a large area on her 
clavicle. 

Soon Lynn was under the care of doc¬ 
tors at the Helen F. Graham Cancer Center 
at the Christiana Care Breast Center, part 
of the Christiana Care Health System in 
Newark, Del. They also discovered that her 
cancer was HER2-positive, a breast cancer 
that tends to grow faster and is more likely 
to spread and come back compared to 
HER2-negative breast cancers, according 
to the American Cancer Society. 

Because of the seriousness of her diag¬ 
nosis, Lynn underwent a bilateral mastec¬ 
tomy, or surgical removal of both breasts. 
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of the old barns were summer barns, 
exposed to the elements. They moved into 
the house closest to the office, and began 
to remodel it. The plan was to take in 
horses for the Delaware certified program, 
break and train babies, as well as train 
horses for clients that were already run¬ 
ning. 

“And then I got cancer six months 
later,” said Lynn. 

Lynn began noticing that, every time 
she puUed the seatbelt across her chest, 
there was a sore spot in the clavicle area. 
She had missed her annual appointment 
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emergency room, where she would be 
administered fluids and other medications. 
It became a vicious cycle: from the chemo¬ 
therapy treatment, to home, and back to 
the emergency room. 

And repeat. 

“I was at the point where I didn’t think 
I could keep doing it,” said Lynn. “I said I 
know the chemo must be killing the can¬ 
cer, because nobody could be this sick and 
want to die. I’ve never been that way. I love 
life, but I remember lying on the couch and 
thinking, d just want to die.’” 

When she went for her next chemother¬ 
apy treatment, her doctor told her he was 
going to end the treatments, concerned 
about the effect it was having on her. 

“It can happen, the treatment can kill 
you,” she said. “One time, I saw a man 
pass away right in front of me, a man with 
breast cancer. It’s so terrible. And Mark 
started crying, right then. He’d been hold¬ 
ing it together. He would nurse me through 
every one, and we’d go home and then 


back to the emergency room, and back on 
fluids. I was just numb, because you steel 
yourself up: 'OK, I have to go through this 
again.’ The mind and the body are amazing. 
I couldn’t believe I was so strong to do this, 
but I kept thinking, 'This is how you’re 
going to be cured.’ And then it was such 
a relief not to have to do that anymore. It 
was in October 2014, the last treatment.” 

After chemotherapy, Lynn’s doctor 
put her on the cancer drug Tamoxifen. 
Through it all, she suffered many side 
effects-losing her hair, gaining weight, 
enduring hot flashes and night sweats, 
developing arthritis in her shoulders and 
hands. But she’s back to running the farm 
and traveling with her horses with nearly as 
much energy as before, although, she said, 
her memory isn’t as good as it used to be. 

One day in 2015, Lynn took a phone 
caU from trainer John Servis, for whom she 
had often done breaking and training work. 


“Lynn, I have this client, and I know 
you’U take your time with him and his 
horses,” said Servis. 

That was her introduction to Jon 
Marshall, a Houston-based philanthropist 
and former president and chief executive 
officer of GlobalSantaFe, an international 
offshore drilling contractor. Marshall, also 
a Pennsylvania breeder, had bought a Hat 
Trick (Jpn) yearling fiUy he subsequently 
named Tricky Escape, on the advice of 
bloodstock agent Cecil Seaman. 

“I’d known her dam, and Cecil [Seaman] 
had recommended that I buy her,” said 
Marshall. “I didn’t want to run her as a 
2-year-old, so John [Servis] thought she 
would do well with Lynn at her farm.” 

Marshall said that, as Tricky Escape 
neared her career debut in 2016, he tried 
to get in contact with several California 
trainers, but “couldn’t get a response” from 
any of them. 

“Lynn told me she was ready to run, 
so I said, go ahead and enter her,” recalled 











Marshall. ‘1 wasn’t aware Lynn was such 
an accomplished trainer. She thought that 
eventually Tricky was going to be an excel¬ 
lent grass horse.” 

Tricky Escape made her first start at 
Laurel Park in December of her 3-year-old 
year, finishing second, followed by another 
second in January 2017 and finally a win in 
February, also at Laurel. 

“She began her career on dirt, she 
broke her maiden on dirt,” said Lynn. 
“But I knew what she could do on grass, 
because I’d had her breezing here on our 
turf course.” 

Sharp Farm features a F/i 6-mile turf 
course, which is roUed and used aU winter 
unless it’s frozen, said Mark Ashby. 

Tricky Escape’s grass debut came in late 
April 2017 at Laurel, and the results came 
as no surprise to Lynn. Lagging well back 


early in a iyi6-mile allowance, she rated 
kindly for jockey Forest Boyce and then 
closed down the lane, winning by a length 
under a hand ride. 

The fiUy soon went into stakes compe¬ 
tition for the remainder of 2017, winning 
the Grade 3 Violet at Monmouth Park in 
August, as well as the Grade 3 Cardinal 
Handicap at Churchill Downs, the first 
race Marshall attended. It was also the 
first time that he met Lynn; despite the 
rain washing the race off the grass. Tricky 
Escape won in the slop. 

Last year. Tricky Escape captured the 
Grade 3 Robert G. Dick Memorial Stakes 
at Delaware Park, followed by victories in 
the Waya Stakes at Saratoga and Ramsey 
Farm Stakes at Kentucky Downs. The 
Waya started out as a Grade 3, but was 
downgraded when postponed and later 


run on the dirt due to rain. The Kentucky- 
bred finished her 2018 campaign with a 
second in the Grade 3 Long Island Stakes 
at Aqueduct, boosting her career earnings 
to $881,580. 

“She’s the only graded stakes winner 
I’ve owned, and the first horse that my 
family has taken a real interest in,” said 
Marshall. “She has a lot of heart. It’s been 
a real team effort; in addition to Cecil’s 
advice and Lynn’s training. Bill HoweU has 
played an important role as her chiroprac¬ 
tor and dentist.” 

“You don’t mess with Tricky, she’ll go 
after you in a race,” said Lynn. “She doesn’t 
like to be intimidated. She’s just amazing, 
just coming into herself. And she has such 
an amazing fan base. At Delaware Park, 
when she runs, all the TVs are going but 
they’re aU cheering for her.” 



























Lynn also credited Antonio Hansby, a 
longtime jockey, for doing all the gallop 
work. 

“We call him the Mailman; he’s worked 
for me for 20 years,” she said. “He puts a 
lot of heart into it.” 

Life on Sharp Farm can be hectic, yet its 
bucolic atmosphere has been just the right 
tonic for Lynn Ashby. 

A day’s work finds her doing several 
tasks simultaneously—deciding what each 
horse wiU be doing on the track, scheduling 
blacksmith visits, entering horses at local 
racetracks, keeping an eye on broodmares 
and weanlings in the back pastures, fielding 
phone calls and scheduling horses to be 
sent to Virginia for its certified program. 
Three employees work under Mark, who 
functions as the bookkeeper, welder, track 
man. Lynn oversees nine employees, and 
handles all the horse work. 


The schedule is a bit different from a 
typical Thoroughbred operation. 

'We get our first horse out about quar¬ 
ter to 2,” said Mark. “It works well because 
at the racetrack they get horses out early, 
and then aU the riders come over here. It 
gives us a chance to get the track ready; in 
the summertime, we water it early, while in 
the winter, the late start gives the track a 
chance to thaw.” 

The farm’s main business has come 
through the Delaware certified program, 
with young horses arriving from clients 
and residing there for 90 days while getting 
their early training. 

'We don’t have many Arabians left,” 
said Lynn. “They were good to us; they 
took us around the world many times.” 

“I’ve always known her as 'the Arabian 
Queen,’” said Bessie Gruwell, executive 
director of the Delaware Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association. “For years, she 
was the trainer to beat in Arabian races 


here at Delaware Park. And she’s been a 
strong supporter of the Delaware certi¬ 
fied program. Even when she was going 
through all her health problems, she’s 
always had an upbeat attitude, and I never 
saw her without a smile on her face.” 

With her cancer at bay, Lynn is looking 
forward to winding down and traveling the 
nation’s highways with Mark, whenever 
that might be, although it’s not too far in 
the distance. Change is coming. They own 
property in California that they’d like to 
build a house on, near Shasta Lake. She’U 
probably still own a few horses. They have 
lots of friends and family to visit. 

“Mark said we were supposed to be 
retiring,” said Lynn. “We laugh, because 
we’re now five years into our retirement. 
But we didn’t retire; we came over here and 
took this place on. 

“It’s been such a fun life,” she said. “I 
feel so blessed and lucky.” ^ 

















Sharp Farm still racing ahead 


I n the early 1940s, soon 
after graduating from 
college, Bayard Sharp 
began to look for land near 
Delaware Park on which to 
breed and train his home- 
breds. 

Sharp, a great-grandson 
of E.I. duPont, who found¬ 
ed the gunpowder manu¬ 
facturer E.I. duPont de 
Nemours & Company (now 
simply known as duPont) 
more than 215 years ago, 
bought a flat, sprawling 
piece of property, sight 
unseen, in Middletown, and 
went about building a train¬ 
ing track, barns and homes 
for his employees. 

While Sharp started as 
a steeplechase aficionado, 
he soon transitioned to flat 
horses. Many of his best 
got their early training at 
what was christened Sharp 
Farm, including multiple 
stakes winner Mississippi 
Mud, the dam of graded 
stakes winner and success¬ 
ful sire Dixieland Band. 

Sharp’s involvement in the 
industry was extensive; he 
became a director of Dela¬ 
ware Park, a member of 
The Jockey Club, and for¬ 
mer president of The Blood- 
Horse. 

Sharp’s interest never waned, and in 
the early 1970s he decided to construct 
a building just past the finish line of the 
training track, and he wanted it to look like 
Churchill Downs, complete with the Twin 
Spires atop the roof, with rows of bleacher 
seats in front. Its purpose was to be the 
site of Sharp’s parties, where friends would 
congregate to watch jump races on the turf 
course, see horses train as well as eat, drink 
and be merry. 

“My wife’s father, Leonard Wallace, 
was a carpenter and built the Twin Spites 
house, just as Mr. Sharp wanted it,” said 
Bill Alftee, whose parents lived on Sharp 
Farm. Alftee, Sharp’s hay man, said it was 
a dairy farm before Sharp purchased the 
land. 

The distinctive building, divided into an 
upper and lower apartment, remains just as 
it was aU those years ago, with the upper 


“Mr. Sharp and his wife 
would come to the farm 
and stay in the upstairs 
apartment; if they had 
guests, they’d stay down¬ 
stairs,” said Bill Gotwals, 
who began working for 
Sharp in 1977, handling his 
financial matters from an 
office in Wilmington. “He 
could look out from the 
windows and see his horses 
training on the track, which 
he really liked. In later 
years, his wife was in a 
wheelchair, so he didn’t 
stay there much.” 

Beyond racing. Sharp 
was a philanthropist with 
few peers. In Florida, the 
Navy veteran donated 113 
beachfront acres to cre¬ 
ate a state park, helped 
found the Gasparilla 
Island Conservation and 
Improvement Association, 
created the Boca Grande 
bike path and owned the 
historic Gasparilla Inn and 
Club in Boca Grande. In 
Delaware, Bayard Sharp 
HaUis part of the University 
of Delaware. The restored 
building, at times a church 
and the Newark library, is 
on the National Register of 
Historic Places and houses 
a rare pipe organ. 

Gotwals said that Sharp, 
who died at age 89 in 2002, was a lot like 
his good friend former President George 
H.W Bush. 

“They were birds of a feather,” said 
Gotwals. “Mr. Sharp was very kind, had a 
positive outlook on life, and always tried to 
do good every day. He had a lot of energy. 
He’d go to Delaware Park in the morning, 
then play golf or go to the racetrack in the 
afternoon, and go out with his wife in the 
evening.” 

Upon Sharp’s death, his daughter Sarah, 
who is married to Will Parish of Lane’s 
End Farm in Kentucky, went through the 
apartment and took what mementos she 
wanted. 

“Mr. Parish told me to keep the farm 
going,” Gotwals said. “And that’s what 
we’re doing.”

There are his (and his wife Mary’s) 
original silks encased in glass; paintings 
and framed photographs of homebreds 
and notable runners, including a large 
oil of his first stakes winner.

Two Tens 

Blow the Whistle, Persie put together 
stellar seasons from Penn National base

I f this ever happens again, somebody put together a New Year’s Eve 
match race. 

Blow the Whistle and Persie, Penn National-based horses trained by 
friends Tim Kreiser and Les Stickler Jr., respectively, won 10 races each in 
2018—tied for first among Thoroughbreds based in the U.S. Persie won 
their only meeting, in September, but Blow the Whistle finished third 
or better in all 13 of his starts. The 10 wins put them in a tie with the 
West Coast-based Hot Rodin, and they were aU one behind Puerto Rico’s 
Arriesgado, but nobody’s cheapening the achievement. 


‘Tve had some that won a lot of races 
and good money, but they never won 10 
races,” said Kreiser. “He was so good all 
year.” 

“Ten wins is a lot,” said David Bushey, 
whose Bush Racing Stable owns Persie, 
“and to have two horses with 10 wins 
based at Penn National, that’s really cool.” 

Persie and Blow the Whistle are cooler 
than the winter breezes rolling through 
their home track in February. They’re 
throwback horses —racing often, racing 
well and finding a consistency of perfor¬ 
mance that eludes many. 

Start with Blow the Whistle. Bred in 
California, the 7-year-old son of Dixie 
Chatter made 15 starts at Golden Gate 
Fields, Pleasanton and Santa Rosa in 2014, 
2015 and 2016. He won twice, and came to 
Penn National for the 2017 season. Risked 
for a $5,000 claiming price in his Keystone 
State debut that January, he won and was 
claimed by trainer Demelza McMahon. 
Blow the Whistle won again in March 
(paying $79.80 in an allowance race) and 
April, but lost five in a row before drop¬ 
ping to the $16,000 claiming level at Penn 
National, and two weeks later for $15,000, 


also at Penn. Kreiser and his client Mason 
Dixon Stable filled out a claim slip. 

“The owner called me about another 
horse in the race and I said, T kind of like 
this horse a little better,’ ” Kreiser said. “We 
ended up taking this one. I thought if we 
stretched him out and went long he had a 
better future. He was always closing going 
short. Well. . . let’s just say it worked out.” 

And then some. For his new connec¬ 
tions, Blow the Whistle closed 2017 with a 
win and went on a tear in 2018. Busy, and 
effective, his schedule would make an old- 
school boxer tired: 

• Feb. 15: Starter allowance, win. 

• March 1: Starter allowance, win. 

• March 22: Starter allowance, third. 

• April 21: Starter allowance, win. 

• May 12: Starter allowance, win. 

•June 1: Starter allowance, win. 

•July 14: Starter allowance, win. 

• Sept. 19: $15,000 claimer, second to 
Persie. Kreiser blamed the defeat on a two- 
month layoff due to an ankle wrenched in 
July at Delaware Park. 

• Oct. 4: Optional claimer (while in for 
$25,000), win. 

• Oct. 27: Optional claimer, win. 


• Nov. 16: Starter allowance, win. 

• Dec. 1: Starter allowance, win. 

• Dec. 22: Starter allowance, third. 

That’s 13 starts, 10 wins, a second, 

two thirds and $137,452 earned. Blow 
the Whistle was eligible for $5,000 starter 
allowance races for much of the year, but 
had to step up and ship to Laurel Park 
(four times) and Delaware Park (once). 

Kreiser paid credit to his horse’s atti¬ 
tude. 

“He knows he’s good,” said the trainer. 
“He struts around the barn aU the time, 
always on his toes and happy with himself 
there’s no doubt. When he gallops, he gal¬ 
lops. He doesn’t go out there and loUygag 
around.” 

The same could be said for Persie, 
whose day typically begins with a five-min¬ 
ute game of “Can you put on my halter?” 
He’s aU racehorse after that. 

Bred in Kentucky, Persie started his 
career with trainer Wayne Catalano in 
Delaware Park’s First State Dash Stakes in 
2015. Racing for his breeder The Elks tone 
Group, the dark bay finished fifth to start a 
nine-race losing streak. Back at Delaware in 
September 2016, with trainer Kelly Rubley, 
Persie graduated the maiden ranks for a 
$12,500 tag and won again for $16,000. In 
March 2017, a year in which he made 17 
starts and won four, Persie was claimed by 
trainer Mike Gorham for $10,000. 

The son of Street Sense started 2018 
with two losses for Gorham and owner 
Adam Staple at Laurel, then relocated to 
trainer Brandon Kulp (and lesser competi¬ 
tion) at Penn National. 

• March 10: $4,000 claimer, win. 

• April 12: $4,000 claimer, win. 
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• April 26: $5,000 claimer, win; and a 
claim by 3W Racing and trainer Stephen 
Mick. 

• May 24: $8,000 claimer, a dull sixth; 
and a claim by his current connections. 
Full disclosure, the idea was not Stickler’s. 
Bryan Bushey, David’s father and partner 
in the racing business, lobbied for the 
move. “My dad wanted the horse,” said 
David. “He had beaten us with another 
horse and my dad kept saying, d like this 
horse, I really like this horse.’ He had the 
a-other-than condition, that was the only 
reason I went along with it. We thought he 
could win that.” 

• June 14: Allowance, third. 

• July 11: Allowance, win (making David 
Bushey’s point). 

• July 27: Starter allowance, third. 

• Aug. 9: $12,500 claimer, win. 

• Sept. 1: Starter allowance, win. 

• Sept. 19: $15,000 claimer, win (over 
Blow the Whistle). 

• Sept. 29: Starter allowance, win. 

• Oct. 20: Starter allowance, win. 

• Nov. 10: Starter allowance, win. 

• Nov. 21: $100,000 Swatara Stakes, sev¬ 
enth (Stickler called that a mistake). 

• Dec. 26: Starter allowance, second (to 
a horse trained by Kreiser). 

For the second consecutive year, Persie 
made 17 starts. He won 10, finished second 
once and was third twice while earning 
$114,372. Stickler pointed to blacksmith 
Cody Gosch for helping the horse over¬ 
come some foot issues, but most of the 
credit belongs to Persie. 

“He’s a piece of iron,” said Stickler. 
“I ran him three times in September and 
he won all three. He ran heck of race at 
Timonium [Sept. 1]. It was a dogfight aU 
the way around. Then we won two more 
at home. We called him Mr. September 
because he definitely earned it. He loves to 
train, loves life. He’s one of those horses 
you want to have in your barn, and one you 
want to get up and go see every morning.” 

Both horses benefited from the avail¬ 
ability of starter allowance races at Penn 
National and other tracks, meaning they 
could race without risk of being claimed 
and could also improve without stepping 
up too far in class. Blow the Whistle won 
eight starters, Persie four. 

In December, each took a swing at an 
11th win and came up short. 

“I’m not a guy who keeps up on it and 
didn’t know it until the last three weeks 
probably,” said Kreiser. “I’m not a stat- 
looker so I wasn’t thinking about it, but it 
would have been nice to win that last race 
in the mud at Laurel [Dec. 22]. Ten is a lot.”

Four days after Blow the Whistle’s third 
at Laurel, Persie gave it a go at Penn— 
though Stickler wasn’t really thinking about 
another start before the calendar turned. 

“I wanted a little more time with my 
horse, I wasn’t going to run, but they kept 


writing the race back as an extra,” the 
trainer said of a $5,000 starter. “Tim ran at 
Laurel, and got beat, so I was thinking the 
pressure was on.” 

Persie opened a 3-length lead in the 
stretch, but weakened late—with the tie- 
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Persie posted nine of his 10 wins in 2018 at his home track Penn Nationai. 


breaking 11th victory in sight—and settled 
for second. 

“Wouldn’t you know it? Tim beats me 
with a horse I used to train,” Stickler said 
of Cloud Chaser. “We were a little short, 
he needed one more good work in him.” 

So they landed on 10. At Penn National, 
the tie might be more fun anyway. 

What Lies Ahead? 

Though neither had run as of mid- 
January, Persie and Blow the Whistle were 
in training for 2019 campaigns. Don’t 
expect repeats of the 10-win seasons-that 
would be greedy—but there are goals. They 
wrapped 2018 with 16 wins each, and 20 
sounds like a nice number. 

Blow the Whistle loses the $5,000 start¬ 
er condition in 2019, and won’t be risked 
for that low any time soon, but he proved 
he could compete anywhere in 2018. 

“Obviously the starters are aU over,” 
Kreiser said. “He’U make a living in the 
$25,000 condition. We’U keep him going. 
We throttle him down a little to get him a 
break between races. That freshens them 
up. Maybe he’U run back in February, and 
hopefuUy he’U hit the 20-win plateau. You 
don’t see that often anymore either.” 

Persie last ran for a $5,000 claiming 
price in late AprU 2018, so he has more 
options even if they come with uncertainty. 

“You have to pick your spots,” Stickler 
said. “The $5,000 starter is tough on some 
days, some days it’s not that tough. It aU 
depends on who’s coming for the show. 
Everyone asks now ... is Persie running?” 

Persie and Blow the Whistle wiU never 
be confused with the aU-time greats (they 
say Carl Hanford used to not teU anyone 
when looking for an easy spot for Kelso), 
but they’re giants of their game and fre¬ 
quently scare away would-be foes. 

“You have to almost play Uke you’re not 
going to run,” said Stickler. “That’s a great 
position to be in with a horse.” 

Or two. ^

They’re Off 

Maryland Jockey Club’s Wagner makes 
sure races get off to a good start

I f you’ve ever had the chance to look inside or be inside the stall of a 
starting gate, you know it is not the most pleasant of places. 

It is a metal cage. It is small, 3 feet wide by 9 feet long. It has lots of 
padding, indicating it can be a dangerous place, too. 

And if you have to be in there with a Thoroughbred on a race-day after¬ 
noon, it means you have to stand on a 3-foot-high, 4-inch-wide step and 
make sure the 1,100-pound racehorse behaves itself long enough for what 
Maryland Jockey Club starter Bruce Wagner calls a ''liner” —a fair start for 
every horse. 


“It means every horse’s head is there, 
together,” Wagner says. “We don’t want 
horses to get off slow We want it to be fair. 
We want every horse to come out together. 
I watch the horses walk and load. I watch 
my assistant starters set each horse up, with 
front and back feet square. 

“I’m out front and watching to make 
sure the horses are standing right. I might 
hoUer to one of them, but for the most 
part, the assistant starters know ... if 
a horse is bad, acts up, they might back 
him out and start again, trying to change 
a horse’s mind [about being in the gate].” 

When he sees his outside man and top 
assistant, Scott Daniels, up on the ledge 
and the back doors locked up, it’s Wagner’s 
cue. 

“At that point, I know the field is set,” 
he says. 

And then he pushes the button that 
rings the bell, opens the gates and keys the 
announcer’s traditional, “They’re Off!” 

Wagner was inside those gates for 13 
years. He knows the job. Now, he directs 
those who do that job, pairing individual 
crew members with horses, building a rela¬ 
tionship that helps relax the animals as they 
prepare to race. 


And having the horses ready for that 
liner, for that fair start, Wagner says, is the 
most important part of his job. 

“It is the most important thing,” he 
explains, “because people are betting 
money [on the races]. You want it to be 
fair.” 

Wagner is a pleasant man few see, but 
everyone who wants a weU-managed race 
day afternoon depends on. 

How many have noticed him standing 
on the side of the Laurel Park or Pimlico 
Race Course track, 60 or 70 feet in front of 
the starting gate, at the start of every race? 

He’s been there, in that position, for 16 
years. Over that time, he has signaled the 
start of more than 55,000 races. And yet, 
he is largely invisible as fans have eyes only 
for the horses. 

The starter 

Ever since he can remember, Bruce 
Wagner has been enamored of horses. 
His parents owned a 35-acre farm outside 
of York, Pa., where his mother taught 
children to ride for 55 years, until retiring 
about eight years ago. When he was grow¬ 
ing up, Wagner learned from her. 


“And my father took me to Timonium 
to the races when I was about 10,” he 
remembers. “After watching those races, I 
said, d want to be a rider.’” 

Following his dream, he became a jock¬ 
ey at 16 and rode races for three years, until 
he ‘'got too heavy.” From 1981-83, he won 
174 races (mostly in the region) and was a 
regular on horses in the mornings. He even 
rode over jumps in the mid-1980s, winning 
another eight races. 

By then, he was hooked on the indus¬ 
try and got into training for a year, until 
an assistant starter job became available 
at Delaware Park. He learned the ropes 
there for four years and in 1993 came 
to the MJC, where he worked for starter 
Danny Fitchett until he retired in 2002 and 
Wagner was promoted. 

“I enjoy working with horses,” he says. 
“I’m not as hands-on now as my crew is. I 
can’t stress enough how good my crew is. I 
have wonderful horsemen. They make my 
job easy. I believe they are the best crew in 
the country.” 

Wagner manages a fuU-time crew of 14 
and also has four part-timers. The assistant 
starters brave the starting gate every day in 
morning training sessions and during after¬ 
noon races in aU kinds of weather. 

The fuU-time crew consists of Daniels, 
who has been on board for 25-plus years, 
Irvin Almodovar, Renzo Barrientos De La 
Cruz, brothers Edmund Benson and Louis 
Garner Jr., Korrey Deland, brothers Jeffrey 
and Kevin Dzbynski, Derrick Edwards, 
Hugo Garcia Salomon, Salim Gonzalez, 
John Hocker, Caleb Lambert and Randall 
Taylor. 

“The biggest satisfaction I get is see¬ 
ing the horses improve under my crew’s 
guidance,” says Wagner, 54. “Maybe there 
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Maryland Jockey Club starter Bruce Wagner, a former jockey (flat and jump) sends a field on Its way at Laurel Park. 


is one [horse] that doesn’t want to break 
or breaks slow Maybe one that has been 
difficult getting into the gate. To see those 
horses turn around and win a race. It’s very 
satisfying—it’s something special. Races are 
won and lost in the starting gate.” 

A job of detail 

Besides getting each race off fairly, 
Wagner manages his team and keeps 
records on the traits of every horse rac¬ 
ing in Maryland. It is a time-consuming 
process he does twice a week, with details 
like which horses need a shank, a tail, a set 
of quarter pads. 

“The greatest thing is that now, every 
track does that on the East Coast and 
nearly everyone does it around the country, 
and aU those records are shared,” he says. 
“The computer system has been a big help. 
We used to have paper on a big hardback 
ledger. It would take two hours to find each 
horse competing on a day’s card. Now, aU 


we have to do is type in a name and aU the 
information comes up.” 

He also spends considerable time cak¬ 
ing trainers who have hard-to-handle 
horses, reminding them about morning 
schooling sessions. 

“Most trainers are very good about 
bringing their horses regularly,” Wagner 
says. “Others, you have to remind. But it is 
so important to bring them, let them stand 
in the gate and then back them out. You 
walk them in, pet them and then back them 
out. If the horse has to constantly go out 
the front, it’s too much pressure. When you 
take them in and back them out, they’re 
much more manageable to handle.” 

Wagner also tracks which man on his 
crew works with which horse each day, 
during morning training sessions and the 
races. 

“I believe in working relationships 
between horses and starters. It’s dangerous 
in the gate,” Wagner says. “It’s a very small 


space and if you get in there with a bad one 
[particularly one you’re not familiar with], 
well, you learn pretty fast if you’re cut out 
for the job. I’ve had 250-pound guys get 
their clocks cleaned and come to me after 
and say, 'This isn’t a job for me.’” 

Wagner starts new recruits slowly, work¬ 
ing the gate’s back door in the morning, 
learning by watching and then by doing. 
“It’s like going through school,” he says. 
“And it takes three or four years to make a 
good assistant starter.” 

Wagner also loves interacting with fans 
through a program the MJC calls “Racing 
101,” under the direction of Phoebe Hayes, 
the MJC’s director of horsemen’s relations. 
She gives tours, including the starting gate. 

“I love showing people what really goes 
on,” Wagner says, “because most people 
see it from the stands, across the racetrack, 
or on TV. They don’t really know what 
goes on in the process. It looks easy. All the 
horses walk in and they start. I’ve had 30 or 
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I 40 people at one time come out and watch 

schooling in the morning” 

Life beyond the track 

I Despite the long days, including most 

j weekends, Wagner has found time for a 

I life outside the boundaries of Laurel Park, 

Pimlico and Timonium. 

He and his wife, Mary Wiley, met in 
I 1994. 

“She was an active jockey and I was an 
assistant starter,” he says, starting the story 
“We met one morning when she brought a 
horse to school in the gate.” 

It didn’t take long before they were 
married, and then, about two years into 
their marriage, Mary took a spiU and had 
to go to the hospital. 

“In the ambulance she told me, 4 have 
to tell you something,’” Wagner says, 
recalling the moment. “She told me she 
was pregnant with our first child. She had 
found out the day before and hadn’t told 
me.” 

Smiling ruefully, he admits the ambu¬ 
lance ride was both joy-filled and frighten¬ 
ing. 

“It’s dangerous out there for riders,” he 
says. “We decided the best thing was for 
her to pretty much stop.” 

They have been married for 22 years 
and have two daughters: Sydney, who took 
the tumble with her mother on the Laurel 
track, is now 21 and a member of the 
Army’s 82nd Airborne; and Tori, 19, is a 
marine biology major at Coastal Carolina 
University, and a competitive cheerleader, 
which she began while at Kent Island High 
School. 

Wagner says part of his off-track enjoy¬ 
ment is traveling with his wife to visit their 
daughters, seeing Sydney at the various 
training bases where she has been posted, 
and to Conway, S.C., to visit with Tori. He 
and Mary have bought a second house, a 
fixer-upper for him to work on. 

And if you’re wondering if he has any 
thoughts about a career change or early 
retirement, forget it. The affection he has 
for his job, his crew and the horses is too 
great. 

“Things are looking very good in Mary¬ 
land for racing,” he says. “I’m just going to 
keep going.” #

Lucky Seven 

Keep Your Distance piles up victories 
for Magee to lead Laurel runners in ’18

K eep Your Distance, who earned the 
moniker “deadly on the front end” by 
her former trainer during the course 
of 2018, ended the year as Maryland rac¬ 
ing’s leader by victories. 

The now 5-year-old daughter of 
Concord Point racked up seven wins in 
2018, including three to start the year at 
Laurel Park’s winter-spring meeting, and 
ended her campaign with a career mark 
of ll-for-31. She won the seven races for 
Kieron Magee, who lost her to the claim 
box in the spring, got her back in the sum¬ 
mer and lost her again in the fall. Magee 
ran the gray or roan mare 11 times, includ¬ 
ing a victory for a $50,000 tag in the fea¬ 
tured optional-claimer originally carded for 
the grass but run on the main track July 21. 

Keep Your Distance wasn’t claimed out 
of that race, a 4-length victory over three 
opponents for owner Super C Racing Inc. 

“I was thrilled it came off the grass, 
and she’s deadly on the front end,” Magee 
said. “I had her before and did well with 
her. Everything worked out well with the 
weather and coming off the grass. She’s 


so fast on the front end, when she gets the 
lead she’s tough to beat.” 

Magee claimed Keep Your Distance 
for $25,000 from Mike Trombetta and 
Armstrong Stable 15 days before that win. 
Trombetta claimed the mare for $25,000 
out of a similar race May 5 and ran her 
without success in three starts, including 
a seventh in a rained off edition of the 
$100,000 The Very One Stakes on the 
Preakness Day undercard. 

Keep Your Distance made two starts 
outside Maryland in 2018, finishing sixth 
of eight in the $100,000 Dance to Bristol 
Stakes at Charles Town Races April 21 and 
eighth of nine in the $110,000 Claiming 
Crown Distaff Dash Stakes at Gulfstream 
Park Dec. 1. The Claiming Crown marked 
her first start for owners Robert O’Hara 
and Gwyneth Gower, who claimed her for 
$35,000 through Jeremiah O’Dwyer Oct. 
25 at Laurel. Keep Your Distance is now 
trained by Matt Kordenbrock at Turfway 
Park. 

Keep Your Distance earned $209,820 
during her productive 2018 season, aU but 
$3,060 in Maryland.

HOLIDAY STAKES 

Jeremiah Englehart opened a Maryland 
division to run along with his year-round 
business in New York last fall, a move 
done in part because of success on the 
circuit and to give horses in his string bet¬ 
ter opportunities. Isotope, a daughter of 
Successful Appeal, had a single 2018 win 
from five starts before finding a home 
in Maryland. She continued to show her 
trainer’s move was the right one with a vic¬ 
tory in the $100,000 Thirty Eight Go Go 
Stakes Dec. 29. 

The Thirty Eight Go Go, one of the 
final six stakes of the year and part of 
the Christmas tide Day program worth 
$550,000, ran Isotope’s record in Maryland 
to 3-for-4 with a second since mid-Sep¬ 
tember. 

Englehart said last fall he wanted to 
keep his Maryland division small and 
“more boutique-ish.” 

“I find there’s a lot of horses that might 
not be NYRA quality but better than 
Finger Lakes,” said Englehart, who started 
at Finger Lakes in western New York. 
“The purses are good at Laurel and we’ve 
had some luck shipping down there. I 
thought maybe we’d give it a try there and I 
have some clients that were interested in it. 

“They do things right there. As far as 
getting the condition book out, they get 
that out, they give you time to prepare 
for races and stuff It’s pretty horseman 
friendly, trainer friendly if you will.” 

Isotope, who races for Acqua Nova 
Stable, came up the inside under Jorge 
Vargas Jr. to catch pacesetting favorite 
Sower in midstretch to win the 1-mile 
Thirty Eight Go Go by VA lengths. She

season to Dortmund—courtesy of Kaleem 
Shah—with the victory and added it to 
prior scores in allowances Sept. 16 and 
Oct. 14. 

“Jeremiah has been a good supporter 
of me lately, so I have to thank him,” 
Vargas said. “This fiUy was working so 
good. I worked her last week and she just 
dragged me around there. Jeremiah told 
me to try to get her to the outside today 
but I couldn’t; nothing went right for me. 
I was pretty excited at the end because we 
were able to get the win.” 

Please Flatter Me, based at Pimlico with 
Mark Reid, improved to 3-for-3 with a vic¬ 
tory in the $100,000 Gin Talking Stakes for 
2-year-old fiUies. The Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Munnings, who races for 
Madaket Stables and Heider Family Stables, 
won by 5A lengths under Alex Cintron. 

“She just showed what kind of horse 
she is,” Cintron said. “It was a pleasure 
to ride her. I didn’t have much to worry 
about. She just opened up turning for 
home and ran away from those horses. 
She kind of made me nervous a little bit 
because she did it so easy, it didn’t feel like 
she was running that fast.” 

Please Flatter Me added the Gin Talking 
to prior victories in an open maiden special 
weight and the $100,000 Blue Mountain 
Juvenile Fillies Stakes for Pennsylvania- 
breds, both at Penn National. Reid said one 
of his main concerns going into the race 
with the 8-5 favorite in the field of 10 was 
the track labeled good. 

“She normally doesn’t work or do any¬ 
thing in it, so there’s always that question, 
but I knew she has tremendous ability and 
just attacks everything so I wasn’t that wor¬ 
ried,” he said. “She won today going seven- 
eighths. We’re going to just keep stretching 
her and see what happens.” 

Rising Sun Racing Stables’ Colonel 
Sharp earned a trip back to graded com¬ 
pany after a victory in the $100,000 Dave’s 
Friend. Fresh off a victory over multiple 
graded stakes winner Something Awe¬ 
some, Colonel Sharp held off multiple 
stakes winners Altissimo and Laki in the 
6-furlong Dave’s Friend. He won by a head 
over Altissimo in 1:09.30. 

Trainer Hugh McMahon said after the 
race that Colonel Sharp, winner of last 
year’s Maryland Coalition Stakes at Timo- 
nium, would be pointed to Laurel’s 7-fur- 
long General George Stakes-G3 Feb. 16. 

“We’ve got about 6/6 weeks,” he said. 
“He’U probably have two works between 
now and then. He keeps himself fit. I don’t 
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have to do too much. He’s an easy horse to 
train. I can’t take too much credit. He’s just 
really come into his own. He’s eating well, 
training well, he loves it. He’s a competitor. 

“Whatever level we’ve put him in, he’s 
showed up. He’s had hindered trips, kind 
of troubled trips in the past, so we’ve never 
reaUy gotten to the fuU potential. This is a 
new strategy: get him out there, get him 
contentious and see what he’s got. Against 
this kind of field and with that kind of 
pressure early on, he has proven himself to 
be a reaUy nice sprinter.” 


NOTES: The Maryland Jockey Club set 
the stakes schedule for the first two-thirds 
of the 2019 calendar, a slate of 65 stakes 
worth $9.2 million. The highlight is the 
$1.5 million Preakness Stakes-Gl May 18, 
anchoring a strong weekend that features 
16 stakes-nine graded-worth $3.8 mil¬ 
lion at Pimlico Race Course. The $200,000 
Chick Lang Stakes-G3, upgraded from 
listed status, and $100,000 Searching Stakes 
for fiUies and mares going long on the

No Misbehaving 

Lady Banba wins stylish debut 
to join stablemate on path to success

T rainer Butch Reid enjoyed great suc¬ 
cess in 2018 with juvenile progeny of 
top stallion Into Mischief. 

First, there was Cash is King and LC 
Racing’s Maximus Mischief, who made a 
splash when he debuted with an 8%-length 
romp at Parx Racing in late September, 
was equally as impressive in an allowance a 
month later and then put the icing on the 
cake in the 9-furlong Remsen Stakes-G2 
at Aqueduct in early December. The per¬ 
formances not surprisingly spurred chatter 
about the 3-year-old classics for the colt. 

And then Reid greeted Lady Banba, also 
owned by Cash is King and LC Racing, in 
the winner’s circle Dec. 8 when she broke 
her maiden by 11A eye-popping lengths, 
rating kindly for Frankie Pennington until 
upper stretch before drawing away. 

Lady Banba and Maximus Mischief 
were purchased by Chuck Zacney, who 
races as Cash is King, at the 2018 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic May 2-year-olds in train¬ 
ing sale at Timonium. Maximus Mischief 
cost $340,000 and Lady Banba cost 
$ 100 , 000 . 

“Chuck was looking for Into Mischiefs 
at the Timonium sale, and we were lucky 
to get her,” Reid said of Lady Banba. “She 
was my favorite of the Into Mischief fillies 
in the catalog. She’s a big, strong fiUy, and 
I knew once she stretched out she would 
really do well, which she has.” 

Reid said her pedigree-out of the 
Giant’s Causeway mare Giant Sensation— 
also made him think Lady Banba was a 
two-turn fiUy 

Zacney gained fame several years ago 
when he was part of the ownership group 
that campaigned dual classic winner Afleet 
Alex. In addition to Maximus Mischief, the 
Philadelphia area resident also is co-owner 
of the John Servis-trained Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile FiUies-Gl winner Jaywalk. 


Reid, a South Jersey native, started his 
training career in 1985. Among the top 
horses he’s conditioned are Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Poseidon’s Warrior, Breeders’ Cup 
Marathon-G2 winner Afleet Again and 
Ohio Derby-G2 winner Majestic Sweep. 
In 2018, Reid saddled 39 winners of $1.8 
milli on. 

Reid said Maximus Mischief is winter¬ 
ing at Gulfstream Park, and added that the 
Remsen represented a big step forward 
mentally for the big colt. 

After giving him a little break, “we’U get 
him ready for his 3-year-old campaign,” 
said Reid. 

As for Lady Banba, she’ll stay at Parx 
and race in the Northeast, with perhaps 
a start in the $100,000 Busanda Stakes at 
Aqueduct in February. 

■ Trainer Dee Curry has carefully cultivat¬ 
ed the racing career of Donna’s Dunkirk 
since she made her first start as a 3-year-old 
in August 2017. 

The Pennsylvania-bred daughter of 
Dunkirk, bred by Cavanaugh Breen, broke 
her maiden at Parx against maiden-claim¬ 
ing competition and later improved to be 
a force in the state-bred allowance ranks. 

The gray put together back-to-back 
victories in December, first capturing a 
1-mile allowance Dec. 4 by 4!4 lengths, 
then returning two weeks later to take a 
starter allowance at a mile and 70 yards 
against open foes. 

Racing in the name of Ghost Pines, the 
nom de course of Curry, Donna’s Dunkirk 
has bankrolled in her career and is the 
highest-earning horse Curry has owned. 

■ Another horse that developed nicely 
since a 2017 debut is Pewter Stable and 
Montour Stable’s Bang the Drum, a Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred son of Jump Start. 


Trained by Kate DeMasi, Bang the 
Drum nibbled at the edges of a victory 
last year at 3, collecting three seconds and 
three thirds. He finally burst through to 
the winner’s circle Dec. 18 with a sparkling, 
off-the-pace triumph in a bZ-furlong state- 
bred allowance. 

Bang the Drum made 12 starts in allow¬ 
ance company after breaking his maiden 
at Parx in October 2017. Last June, he 
was involved in an incident nearing the 
eighth pole when, attempting to rally past 
the leaders, he was bumped hard by Navy 
Commander, causing his jockey Kendrick 
Carmouche to be unseated. Carmouche 
narrowly escaped being struck by trailing 
horses and Bang the Drum did not finish. 

The colt returned a month later no 
worse for wear, and made one subsequent 
start each month until December, when he 
recorded his win. 

Out of the Crafty Prospector mare 
Crafty Crypto, Bang the Drum was pur¬ 
chased by Pewter Stable for $13,500 out 
of the consignment of Northview Stallion 
Station at the 2015 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall yearling sale. He’s earned 
$117,826 lifetime. 

DeMasi turned in another outstand¬ 
ing season with 82 wins and purses of 
$1,895,132 in 2018. The MuUica Hill, N.J., 
resident has won more than $1 million in 
purses each year since 2003. 

■ Thanks to the progeny of Uptown- 
charlybrown and the support of Bob 
Hutt’s Uptowncharlybrown Stud, as well as 
horses from other longtime clients, trainer 
Ed Coletti Jr. completed the year with 41 
wins and a career-best $1,701,036 in purses. 
Coletti added to his season Dec. 17 when 
he sent out Uptowncharlybrown Stud’s 
Kelli’s Smile, a son of Uptowncharly¬ 
brown, to break his maiden in a 2-year-old 
state-bred special weight. Kelli’s Smile is 
out of the Montbrook mare Ambling Rose. 

■ Parx experienced a major change in the 
racing office in 2018 as David Osojnak 
took the reins as director of racing in late 
October, filling the void left by Sam Elliott. 

Osojnak fell in love with racing when 
he was young, and progressed from being 
a fan to a part-owner of a West Point 
Thoroughbreds horse. After graduating 
from college, he worked in the banking 
industry and then earned his law degree, 
practicing law in New York. But he was 
still drawn to the racetrack and decided 
to shift gears, attending the University of 
Arizona’s Race Track Industry Program. 
Thanks to that experience, he was able to

work as an intern under Sal Sinatra, Parx’s 
former director of racing. Prior to arriv¬ 
ing at Parx, Osojnak was assistant racing 
secretary to Mike Lakow at the New York 
Racing Association. 

“I’m going to assess what happens here 
at Parx, and then come up with a game 
plan to tweak things and try to make things 
better, or work more efficiently,” he said. “I 
look at everyone the same, whether they be 
a trainer with two $5,000 horses or the No. 
1 guy in the country.” 

Osojnak said that, while there are a lim¬ 
ited amount of stalls at Parx, he was reach¬ 
ing out to horsemen that he’d known in 
New York about bringing some horses in 
for the 2018-19 winter meet. One of them 
was Chris Englehart, who shipped in with 
several head, and through the end of the 
year won 16 races and more than $400,000 
in purses. ^

Bosox Pride wins back-to-back starts 
to cap productive season for Morgan

O wner/trainer Carla Morgan capped 
one of the biggest seasons of her 
comeback of sorts in November and 
December when Bosox Pride put together 
back-to-back victories to close out the 
season. 

Morgan has been working in the horse 
industry on the East Coast for more than 
a decade. She hails from Cincinnati, Ohio, 
where she first began training in 1983. 

“I trained at tracks on the Kentucky 
circuit, like Turfway Park, Keeneland, 
Churchill Downs, Ellis Park, River Downs, 
but got out of the horse business for nearly 
10 years after my husband passed away, to 
care for my children,” said Morgan. 

Morgan, who has a master’s degree in 
cell biology, worked at Shriners Hospital 
for Children during that stint. She didn’t 
send out any starters from 1990 to 1993 
and only 47 from 1994 to 2004. 

Once her family was grown, Morgan 
went back to the horse business. She start¬ 
ed working as a broodmare manager for a 
Standardbred farm in Pennsylvania. 

While Bosox Pride is owned by Morgan, 
she also trains for the Virginia-based oper¬ 
ation Lady Olivia at North Cliff, owned by 
Virginia Fox and David Dobson. Morgan 
is stabled at the Fair HiU Training Center. 


A Pennsylvania-bred daughter of Plan, 
Bosox Pride broke her maiden in a spe¬ 
cial weight Nov. 3 at Penn National and 
returned to win an allowance Dec. 6. 

Bosox Pride, now 4, was bred by 
Dr. Cassandra Mahoney. Her dam, the 
Malibu Moon mare Siege, hails from an 
old Claiborne Farm family with her fourth 
dam. Monarchy, being a full sister to the 
great Round Table. 

■ They don’t come any tougher than Big 
Legacy, a veteran gelding who recorded the 
20th and 21st wins of his career at Penn 
National in December. 

Owner/trainer Israel Garcia arrived at 
the GrantviUe track from Indiana Grand 
Race Course in November and promptly 
entered Big Legacy three times. His first 
start Nov. 28 resulted in a second, but 
then he rattled off consecutive tallies Dec. 
8 and 19, for tags of $4,000 and $8,000, 
respectively. 

Since his career began at Fort Erie in 
September 2012 for trainer Phil England, 
the now 10-year-old Ontario-bred son of 
Survivalist has won or placed in 30 of 49 
starts. 

■ Trainer Flint Stites enjoyed another 
profitable year at his home base of Penn 
National, and in December added six more 
races to his total. 


Stites tightened the girth on Reality 
Queen in a Dec. 7 allowance, and then 
bagged a training double the night of Dec. 

27 when he won back-to-back races with 
Short Straw Stable’s Jerilyn Rocks and 
Baywood Farm’s Flattering Ruby. 

A daughter of Pioneerof the Nile out 
of the Pulpit mare A. P. Reality owned by 
Mary Haire, Reality Queen made 13 starts 
in 2018, winning or placing 10 times. After 
breaking her maiden at Laurel Park in 
early August, she won twice in allowance 
company at Penn National, including her 
score Dec. 7. 

Stites’ December wins propelled him 
into fourth in the year-end trainer stand¬ 
ings. In total at aU tracks, he won 59 races 
and $1.3 million. 

NOTES: Tim Kreiser captured his fifth 
consecutive training title at the GrantviUe 
oval, racking up 125 wins from 436 starts 
in 2018, a 46-win lead over runner-up Kim 
Graci. Kreiser maintained a winning rate 
of 29 percent, while his horses finished in 
the money 63 percent of the time. Bernie 
Houghton finished third with 47 wins. . . 
JuUo Hernandez wore the riding crown in 
2018, winning 178 races from 844 starts, 49 
more than Inoel Beato (129), who nipped 
Angel Rodriguez with 128 winners . . . 
The Bush Racing Stable of the father-son 
duo Bryan and David Bushey were lead¬ 
ing owners with 29 wins. Tom Coulter, 
Joe Besecker and Rock Bottom Ranch 
each won 28 races . . . Jack Hurley won 
the first race of his training career Dec. 

28 when he sent out Michael Amechino’s 

Whogoosedthemoose to win the fourth 
race. The daughter of Spring At Last won 
by 314 lengths as the betting favorite and 
was claimed for $6,250 by Graci and owner 
Charles Dieknann. Hurley had sent out 
eight starters before finding the winner’s 
circle. ^

Business as Usual 

Stakes commitments, dates 
all set for 2019 racing season

T he stakes schedule at Hollywood 
Casino at Charles Town Races will 
have a slightly different look this year, 
but the racing calendar will remain similar 
to that of 2018 based on submissions 
approved by the West Virginia Racing 
Commission. 

The Grade 2 Charles Town Classic, set 
for April 20, will carry a purse of $1 mil¬ 
lion this year, down from $1.2 million in 
recent years and a high of $1.5 million. In 
addition, the track has added a $100,000 
stakes—the Dickie Moore—to its Sept. 21 
“Race for the Ribbon” program in honor 
of the longtime general manager who 
retired at the end of 2018 after 54 years 
of service. 

Charles Town, under a schedule agreed 
to by the Charles Town Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, 
was granted 164 live racing programs for 
the year. The first four months, approved 
earlier by the WVRC, call for racing on 
a Wednesday-through-Saturday sched¬ 
ule. From May through Dec. 21, rac¬ 
ing is scheduled for three nights a week: 
Thursdays, Fridays and Saturdays. 

In late 2017, the Charles Town Classic 
purse was under scrutiny by the racing 
commission, particularly member Kenneth 
Lowe, who questioned the need for a $1 
minion-plus purse at the expense of local 


horsemen. The WVRC at its December 
2018 meeting indicated discussions will 
continue, though the reduction of a couple 
hundred thousand dollars for 2019 seemed 
to have quieted much of the debate. 

“The horsemen agreed to it but should 
we stiU re-examine it?” Lowe said. “Let’s 
aU work together to make this process 
continue.” 

“I encourage [management and horse¬ 
men] to look at ways to enhance how they 
use that money,” said Jack Rossi, who 
chairs the racing commission. 

Two stakes on the Charles Town Classic 
undercard received purse hikes: the Robert 
Hilton Memorial is now at $100,000 and 
the Russell Road is now $75,000. The 
Dickie Moore, which joins the Grade 3, 
$300,000 Charles Town Oaks program, is 
for 2-year-old fillies. 

“We felt that the new 2-year-old fiUy 
race should fit in a good spot on the calen¬ 
dar within the region,” said Erich Zimny, 
the track’s vice president of racing and 
sports operations. “And to name it after 
Dickie who has contributed to and meant 
so much to not only the track but this com¬ 
munity for such a long time is both fitting 
and appropriate.” 

The full West Virginia-bred stakes 
schedule will be released later, Zimny said. 
The West Virginia Breeders Classics will 


be held Oct. 12, again one week before the 
Maryland Million at Laurel Park. 

Charles Town ended its 2018 racing sea¬ 
son with another increase in the statistic it 
uses to track wagering health: pari-mutuel 
handle per race. It was aided a bit by total 
handle of $2.2 million on closing night 
because of a mandatory payout in the jack¬ 
pot Pick 6 wager, believed to be a record 
for a non-stakes program at Charles Town. 

The average per-race handle of $ 147,818 
wagered was up 6.5 percent from the previ¬ 
ous record of $138,821 set in 2017. Zimny 
said handle generated for each $1 in purses 
paid increased to $8.13, up 4.2 percent 
from the previous year. Since 2009, wager¬ 
ing per race has increased by more than 75 
percent while pari-mutuel handle per dollar 
in purses paid is up 93.7 percent. 

Increases in pari-mutuel revenue have 
helped Charles Town maintain a fairly 
consistent purse schedule in recent years 
despite a reduction in purse revenue 
derived from video lottery terminals. 

“Setting new benchmarks for wagering 
in four straight years is an accomplishment 
everyone associated with our program and 
racing in West Virginia should be proud 
of,” Zimny said. “It’s incredibly gratifying 
to see the commitment of the individuals 
on our team as well as the relationships 
with our business partners lead to col¬ 
lective success. [Racing secretary] Charlie 
McIntosh and his team in the racing office 
do a great job and without people from 
the gate crew, jockeys’ room, track main¬ 
tenance and mutuels pulling in the same 
direction, it wouldn’t be possible.” 

On the racing side, familiar names were 
atop the various standings for 2018. 

The leading owner by wins was Taylor 
Mountain Farm with 41, followed closely 
by John McKee with 37 and Grams Racing 
Stable with 34. Those three entities com¬ 
bined for more than $2.19 million in purse 
earnings for the year. 

Jeff Runco captured his 13th consecu¬ 
tive trainer title with 125 victories, followed 
by Ronney Brown with 103 wins and Tim 
Grams with 57. Bunco’s starters earned 
more than $2.43 million; other trainers to 
crack the seven-figure mark in earnings 
at Charles Town were Brown, Grams and 
Javier Contreras. 

Arnaldo Bocachica, a go-to guy for 
Runco, topped the jockey standings by 
wins with 159. He was followed by Jose 
Montano with 109 and Gerald Almodovar 
with 95. ^

Dr. Michael Harrison 
sees his role with the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion as an honor and the long¬ 
time veterinarian, breeder and 
owner knows full well about 
the organization's position 
within the state's Thorough¬ 
bred industry He learned it 
first hand as a member of the 
board in 2009-2010 and 2015- 
2016 and now more than six 
months into his role as MHBA 
president. 

"The board has done well," 
Harrison said in mid-Decem¬ 
ber from his Willowdale Farm 
in Butler in central Baltimore 
County. "The Horse Breeders 
Association is certainly steeped 
in history. They've had good 
management. They offer good 
value to the membership and 
I've been able to see that. 
We've had a board that does 
turn over and it's diversified. 
That's a testament to the peo¬ 
ple here in Maryland in gener¬ 
al, their passion for horses, 
breeding, racing and the integ¬ 
rity of the whole sport. 

"The organization is a spe¬ 
cial one and I've been involved 
with it for a while. I got in¬ 
volved with it in the beginning 
when things were looking 
bleak and have sort of been 
able to participate and witness 
the transition we've made, 
which is quite remarkable." 

Harrison, the owner and 
breeder of two-time Maryland 
Million Turf Stakes winner 
Talk Show Man, maintains a 


small broodmare band at his 
farm that's been in his family 
since the early 1960s. He races 
all the offspring from the breed¬ 
ing program, while main¬ 
taining an active veterinary 
practice that features a fair 
amount of reproductive work 
along with farm calls for plea¬ 
sure and performance horses. 
Harrison's daughter, Erin Har¬ 
rison, works with the practice 
and his son, Justin Harrison, is 
poised with a business partner 
to open a farm brewery at Wil¬ 
lowdale in early 2019. 

Harrison took a few mo¬ 
ments at the end of a typical 


day in mid-December to talk 
with Mid-Atlantic Thorough¬ 
bred senior writer Tom Law 
about his experience with the 
MHBA, his role as president 
and outlook on the state's 
Thoroughbred industry. 

As someone who's been 
involved in the Maryland 
Thoroughbred industry 
since the 1960s, it's fair to 
say you've seen a share of 
the ups and downs, downs 
and ups? 

"That's true. I'm pretty 
happy with the progress we've 
made and the direction we're 
going. That doesn't mean there

aren't challenges, because God 
knows there are. It's an inter¬ 
esting time, especially with the 
attention over Pimlico and the 
Stadium Authority's report 
coming out. It's going to make 
a very interesting session in 
Annapolis. We're going to 
have to sit tight, hope we can 
help them in whatever way 
possible make the right deci¬ 
sions and go in the right direc¬ 
tion, not jeopardize what 
we've already achieved." 
What were your thoughts 
on the report? 

"I'm sort of surprised at the 
amount of support in terms of 
the media, radio more than 
anything else because there 
hasn't been much chance for 
anything else to respond. There 
are a number of people who 
are very positive about it with 
the hopes that something can 
be worked out. There's no 
question in my mind that this 
is going to be a challenge. The 
(Maryland) Jockey Club has 
invested heavily in Laurel and 
they're looking toward offer¬ 
ing a quality program there 
and they are. Pimlico has so 
many problems it's way be¬ 
yond a single business entity, 
no matter how big they are. 
It's going to involve all the 
players and all the aspects that 
are involved with it. City, state, 
various horsemen's groups as 
well as the Jockey Club of 
course. Do I think it could 
work out? I hope so. My heart 
truly is with seeing Pimlico re¬ 
main there. The history, the 
tradition. I'd hate to see us 
lose that. I know the report it¬ 
self is talking about building a 
whole new track, but it would 
be there and could be done 
with improvements." 
Changing gears a hit, can 
you discuss your family's 
involvement with your 
practice and at the farm? 

"My daughter has been my 
office manager for about the 
past six years, and lives on the 
farm. My son, his wife Tiffany, 
and their daughter Rylnn live 
on the farm as well. Justin 
moved back in 2010, after re¬ 
ceiving his Master's in Soil 
Science from Humboldt State 
University. Both of my chil¬ 
dren actively work on the farm 
and participate in our horse 


operation, specifically when it 
comes to the foaling and re¬ 
productive work we do. My 
wife and children were run¬ 
ning a market produce opera¬ 
tion for several years, selling 
fruits and vegetables to local 
restaurants, farmer's markets, 
as well as through a CSA here 
on the farm. Sadly, my wife 
passed away in 2015 after a 
long battle with cancer, and 
their operation was put on 
hold for a while. More recent¬ 
ly my son is about to open a 
farm brewery. The name is 
Farmacy Brewing. He's part¬ 
nered with his brother-in-law, 
Craig Bryant, who is a pharma¬ 
cist and has been home brew¬ 
ing for over a decade. Justin 
has been in it for about five 
years. It's interesting, they're 
going to be utilizing a lot of 
different crops grown here on 
the farm-fruits, vegetables, 
herbs, grain, the same types of 
things that were harvested 
when the CSA was operation¬ 
al. They'll have a tasting room 
attached to the brewery that 
will be open on weekends, 
and will set up a farm market 
during the week to sell pro¬ 
duce, grass-finished beef-we 
raise cattle here too-and beer 
to go." 

When will they launch? 

"March. They had hoped to 
start last spring, but specifical¬ 
ly in Baltimore County, there 
have been a lot of hoops to 
jump through. With the farm 
brewery license being relative¬ 
ly new, this has been a learn¬ 
ing process for everyone. I 
think this is a great opportuni¬ 
ty for farmers in general, to 
utilize various crops grown on 
their farms, to have a high 
margin product that can be 
sold direct to the consumer. 
There's a valuable connection 
to be made here with agricul¬ 
tural communities. Farmacy 
Brewing has come a long way 
and all that's left is interior fin¬ 
ishing and brewing. I wish 
them a lot of luck and I think it 
will do well for them." 

All the while your 
participation in the horse 
business continues. Can you 
draw any parallels just yet? 

"I've been doing it for a 
while here. I've worked really 
hard and had pretty good luck 


with it, and hope to keep hav¬ 
ing luck. Everything here is 
intertwined, all the parts are 
more successful together and 
when treated as a whole farm, 
rather than separate entities. 
That's what they hope will be 
attractive to brewery custom¬ 
ers and farm clients, alike." 
What is the size of your 
Thoroughbred breeding 
operation now? 

"I have six broodmares and 
I do raise and race all my off¬ 
spring. At the track right now 
I've got four other horses in 
training." 

This is your third stint with 
the MHBA, presidential 
appointee in 2009-10 and 
elected to two terms 
through 2016, Anything 
stand out from those first 
two times on the hoard? 

"We're at a point now, from 
the time I started on the board, 
where we're all working toget¬ 
her. Even if we're very differ¬ 
ent, and I speak of the differ¬ 
ent segments of the industry, 
the Horsemen's Association, 
Jockey Club, the breeders, even 
though we have some differ¬ 
ent emphases and interests, 
we intersect enough and real¬ 
ize enough that if we work to¬ 
gether we're going to move a 
whole lot further forward in 
success and growth in our in¬ 
dustry here in Maryland than 
we would if we were battling 
one another. 

That is the major transition 
that has occurred over the 
course of time since I've been 
on the board. Look at the sta¬ 
tistics that show the success of 
Maryland. 

You know as well as I do 
the number of horses is down 
nationally, and a lot of other 
locations are just not doing as 
well. Maryland, the number of 
mares bred in 2018 was 867, 
almost up 100 and 12.9 per¬ 
cent. You look at the percent¬ 
age change in other states, 
Kentucky was .3, California 
was up at 5.3, Pennsylvania 
was up at 8.3 and that's just 
recovering what they lost the 
previous year. We've got 
something special going and 
hope we can continue to keep 
our legislators well informed 
so they understand, 'we've fi¬ 
nally got something going. 


Let's keep the momentum go¬ 
ing, let's keep growing.'" 

It's pretty unique to have 
the track operators, 
horsemen, owners and 
breeders working with each 
other, or close. That has to 
be one of the reasons things 
are going so well, 

"Absolutely. That points to 
what I said, we've had good 
leadership and I think com¬ 
munication is absolutely criti¬ 
cal. The times where there have 
been differences, or bumps 
along the way, you look back 
on it and say, 'Maybe some¬ 
body didn't communicate 
with someone else about what 
we're doing.' Everything is in¬ 
volved. We have a bonus pro¬ 
gram that if the horsemen in¬ 
crease their purses and don't 
let us know what's going on 
it's going to impact what our 
bonuses are. And we're limit¬ 
ed with what we can do with 
the money we get from the 
state to help us out to guide 
and direct the rebirth of our 
industry. All those things, 
whenever we had a problem, 
it's just because we didn't 
communicate with each other 
enough. We know that and 
we're trying to improve those 
channels and make it better. 
That's one of the things I'll try 
to do more and work toward." 

Would you say that is one 
of your priorities now as 
president? 

"Yes and to try and keep 
things going that keep us to¬ 
gether. The more we talk the 
better off we all are. We do 
things together. We have our 
awards banquet, which is a 
joint-financed, special night. 
Gatherings like that go a long 
way to building stronger 
bridges. We have a legislative 
review where the various 
groups and their lobbyists will 
sit down before the session. 
We can talk about who is new 
in Annapolis, what will be 
coming up and so forth. I'm 
sure this year we'II be talking 
about the report out for Pimli¬ 
co and what that might mean. 
That's important, so we can 
share with each other what 
thoughts we have." 

What are some other major 
goals? 



''That 10-year deal [be¬ 
tween the MJC and the Mary¬ 
land THA to stabilize racing in 
the state] is coming up soon. 
That probably won't be ad¬ 
dressed immediately but 
talking about it is going to be a 
good thing. Continuity is so 
important. If we can project 
continuity people can expect 
and rely on the fact their bo¬ 
nuses are coming, incentives 
are out there, that's really im¬ 
portant. We need methods to 
more accurately assess what is 
coming down the road for us. 
Getting a good grasp on how 
our program compares to oth¬ 
er states, Pennsylvania and 
New York primarily, and West 
Virginia, too. We have a good 
board, some really d 3 mamic 
and talented people. If you can 


get diverse, talented and com¬ 
mitted people on your board 
you can get a whole lot done." 

Are there areas you see that 
need improvement within 
the MHBA and the 
Maryland racing industry 
in general? 

"Present rules right now 
don't have quite the transpar¬ 
ency in terms of activities go¬ 
ing on with the board. Hope¬ 
fully we're going to work 
through that, get it more open 
and more opportunity for 
members. Give them more 
knowledge about what we're 
doing. That takes away the 
mystery some people might 
distort as to what's going on." 

Finally, what are the state's 
biggest challenges? 


"Boy. We have the usual 
things everyone else has. A 
certain segment of the public 
that perceives horse racing as 
not a good thing; maybe they 
see it as an industry that is cor¬ 
rupt. One of the things that 
makes Maryland racing so 
special and lets us do so well 
against our neighbors is we're 
not perceived that way. I don't 
mean to slight them but the 
events speak for themselves. 

People like to race in Mary¬ 
land because I think they be¬ 
lieve they do get a fair shake 
and it's totally honest. I do be¬ 
lieve it is. We've got commit¬ 
ment, and this is industry 
wide, to looking after horses 
they've finished their career. 
You're familiar with Beyond 
the Wire, our local placement 


group. They've had tremen¬ 
dous success and done a fan¬ 
tastic job. That's funded by all 
the players involved. 

All those things are import¬ 
ant that they're realized. You'd 
be amazed speaking to legisla¬ 
tors in Annapolis how many 
of them have heard that criti¬ 
cism and haven't really gotten 
the full picture. We've got to 
keep working at it and we 
have been. We've been trying 
to get the whole picture to 
them. Hopefully they'll know, 
keep working with us and let 
us keep working at it. In the 
end it helps Maryland all 
around. Helps our (Chesa¬ 
peake) Bay, helps our quality 
of life with open spaces, all the 
usual things you've heard 
many times. But it's true." ^ 


MHIB 2019 grants 
total nearly $30,000 


The Maryland Horse In¬ 
dustry Board, a program with¬ 
in the state Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, awarded $29,750 in 
grants to 31 organizations and 
individuals that represent 
equine groups and disciplines 
across the state. The commit¬ 
tee selected projects from a 
pool of 47 applicants. 

Funding for these grants 
and the Maryland Horse In¬ 
dustry Board is provided by 
the Maryland Feed Fund, 
which collects $6 on every ton 
of horse feed sold in the state. 
Since the fund was established 
in 2002, the board has award¬ 
ed nearly $500,000 in grants to 
more than 300 projects. 

This year's recipients in¬ 
cluded projects that improve 
facilities at a number of the 
state's horse show grounds, 
support for seven 4-H and 
Pony Club projects, instructor 
training for several therapeu¬ 
tic riding programs, and help 
for diverse equestrian disci¬ 
plines ranging from gaited 
horses to steeplechase run¬ 
ners. 

A full list of recipients-in¬ 
cluding detailed descriptions 
of each project-is available on 
the Maryland Horse Industry 
Board's website. 


"Horses are a critical com¬ 
ponent of Maryland's agricul¬ 
tural industry. The Maryland 
Horse Industry Board and the 
Feed Fund help stimulate 
growth and opportunity in 
Maryland's equestrian com¬ 
munity without using any 
government funding," said 
board chairman Jim Steele. 
"This self-funded commodity 
marketing entity is a model of 
how industry groups can help 
themselves without relying on 
taxpayer dollars." 

Projects are evaluated 
based on their value to the in¬ 
dustry, degree of industry pro¬ 
motion, size and scope of ac¬ 
tivity, financial need, potential 
for matching funds, benefits, 
and overall quality of the writ¬ 
ten presentation. Grants are 
capped at $3,000 in order to 
award funds to as many 
groups as possible. 

Applications are typically 
due in early October with re¬ 
cipients announced in early 
January. Projects should be 
completed by June 30, at 
which time grant recipients 
are required to file a project re¬ 
port with the board detailing 
how the money was used.

The Editor’s Saddle-Bag 



H umphrey Stanley 
Finney, or called simply 
Finney by everyone from his 
wife to the Aly Khan, was 
regarded by many as "'the 
greatest emissary the 
Thoroughbred world has ever 
produced/' A farm manager, 
writer, editor, show judge and 
appraiser, who achieved his 
greatest success arranging 
public and private sales trans¬ 
actions, the English-born 
Finney launched his Thor¬ 
oughbred career in Maryland 
in 1926 while in his mid 20s. 

During his 10-year tenure 
at Sylvester W. Labrot's Holly 
Beach Farm near Annapolis, 
which began in 1927, Finney 
graduated from stallion and 
broodmare manager to farm 
manager. He took up writing 
for both the Thoroughbred- 
Record and The Blood-Horse, 
with the latter publishing the 
book A Stud Farm Diary, a 
day-to-day account of 
Finney's life at Holly Beach, in 
1936. That same year, Finney 
was elected to the board of 
directors of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 

Finney was quick to note 
that in the seven years since 
the incorporation of the 
MHBA, the organization was 
gravely lacking in direction. 
He proposed that a mimeo¬ 
graphed news bulletin would 
be a natural way to help unify 
breeders. Thus The Maryland 
Horse was born. With Finney 
in charge, the first edition, a 
four-page printed flyer, was 
published in July 1936. 

By the next year, Finney 
was pulling an annual salary 
as editor and field secretary of 
the MHBA, and The Maryland 
Horse became a full-fledged 
magazine. He gave up his job 
at Holly Beach and moved his 
wife Olive and young family 
to Towson. Over the next 20 
years, Finney was a driving 
force in the growth of the 
horse industry in the state. 

Finney was constantly on 
the go around the state. 


visiting breeders and farms, 
judging horse shows, attend¬ 
ing auctions. Thus came the 
idea of chronicling his travels 
in another diary. "The Editor's 
Saddle-bag" made its debut in 
the January 1938 issue of The 
Maryland Horse, its goal 
explained by Finney. "The 
Editor of The Maryland Horse 
has now, perforce, to spend 
considerable time each month 
on the highways and byways 
of Maryland. In this space, 
month by month, we plan to 
tell our readers some of the 
highlights of our days." 

Finney's first entry: 

November 27: A wet 
Saturday morning. Drove 
down to Belair Stud where we 
met the Stud's proprietor, 
William Woodward. Spent 
two most enjoyable and 
enlightening hours going 
round the weanlings, which 
are a very nice lot. Fillies out¬ 
number colts about 2Vi to 1, so 
buyers had better take this 
opportunity and pick up some 
of these fine fillies next August 
at Saratoga. Many of the best 
bred weanlings foaled very 
late. Fighting Fox looking in 
grand fettle; as is Isolater, 
brilliantly fast son of Bland- 


ford. Belair Stud grass very 
good for the time of year..." 

"The Editor's Saddle-bag" 
was a monthly staple, the only 
exception being during the 
war years in the 1940s after 
Finney was called into service 
in the Coast Guard in Florida. 

In late 1952, Finney took on 
an executive role with Fasig- 
Tipton's sales company and 
left the MHBA early the next 
year for New York. For a time 
he continued to contribute to 
the magazine, but after 
becoming president of the 
company within two years, 
the "Saddle-bag" came to an 
end. The final column 
appeared in the July 1954 
magazine, and appropriately 
the final entry came full-circle. 

"June 15. To Bowie early 
this morning to attend a Board 
of Directors' meeting and 
inspect the property. An 
excellent move was made by 
the election of William Wood¬ 
ward Jr., of Belair Stud, to the 
Board." 

Following the tragic death 
of Woodward Jr. in October 
1955, Finney was in charge of 
the sealed bid dispersal of the 
Woodward stable, which 
included champion Nashua. 
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The final price for Nashua 
was a world-record $1,251,200. 

Raleigh Burroughs suc¬ 
ceeded Finney as editor of The 
Maryland Horse, and later 
collaborated with his 
longtime friend on Finney's 
autobiography Fair Exchange. 
Recollections of a Life with 
Horses (published in 1974). 
Burroughs would regularly 
pay homage to Finney in the 
pages of the magazine, 
referring more than once to 
The Editor's Saddle-bag. 

With his customary wit. 
Burroughs wrote in the 
February 1956 issue: "When 
Mr. Humphrey S. Finney was 
editor of The Maryland Horse, 
he enlivened each issue with a 
little gossip column. It was on 
the order of the one written by 
Louella O. Parsons or Ed 
Sullivan except that the same 
character appeared in each 
item. Mr. Finney called it 'The 
Editor's Saddle-bag,' and it 
was sort of a combination of 
diary-travelogue. 

"Unlike diaries of other 
famous people, the spicy parts 
(if there were any) were 
omitted from the Finney 
chronicle, but it was lively 
reading, most entertaining 
and left one wondering how 
in the world one person could 
cover so much ground, see so 
many people and accomplish 
so many missions." Hilarious 
attempts by Burroughs to 
offer his own diary followed, 
with him concluding, "I guess 
there is no use in an old desk- 
hand's trying to keep up with 
a hoss-trader. Will stay in my 
own field henceforth." ^

Laki achieved 
his third career stakes win 
and seventh win in 11 starts 
at Laurel (in four starts else¬ 
where, all stakes, his best fin¬ 
ish is a third). 

The final start of Laki's 
5-year-old campaign came 
three weeks later when he was 
third, less than a length be¬ 
hind winner Colonel Sharp, in 
Laurel's Dave's Friend Stakes 
Dec. 29. 

Trained by Damon Dilo¬ 
dovico, Laki won the 7-fur- 
long Polynesian Stakes at 
Laurel Park in August and 
clinched top 3-year-old and 
up sprint division honors in 
the Mid-Atlantic Thorough¬ 
bred Championship Series 
(MATCH) following his per¬ 
formance in the De Francis. 

From the first crop of 
Maryland Million Classic win¬ 
ner Cuba (a son of Not For 


Love), Laki was bred by Tom 
Michaels and Lorna Baker out 
of the Swear by Dixie mare 
Truthful Dutch. Laki is his 
sire's first stakes winner and 
as chief earning progeny. 

Dilodovico said Laki's next 
goal is the 7-furlong $250,000 
General George-G3 Feb. 16 at 
Laurel.

Runnymede Racing's 
Alwaysmining charged to 
the lead at the start and was 
never threatened en route 
to a 2 y 2 -length score in the 
$100,000 Maryland Juvenile 
Futurity at Laurel Park Dec. 8, 
defeating stakes winners Our 
Braintrust and Scrap Cop¬ 
per, who finished second and 
third. 

Guided by Daniel Centeno, 
the son of Stay Thirsty regis¬ 
tered his first stakes victory in 
a sharp 1:21.91 for 7 furlongs. 
It was his second consecutive 
gate-to-wire win, following a 
10-length romp in allowance 
company at Laurel Oct. 27. 


Alwaysmining launched 
his career in April at Keene- 
land while racing for James 
Mclngvale, who purchased 
the dark bay colt for $130,000 
at the previous fall's Keene- 
land September yearling 
sale. In his fourth start, Al¬ 
waysmining easily won a 
maiden special weight at Lau¬ 
rel for Mclngvale, then was 
sold privately to Runnymede. 
Since October, the gelding 
has been trained by Fair Hill- 
based Kelly Rubley. 

"I've been very happy with 
how he's been training com¬ 
ing into this race. The [Octo¬ 
ber] race was obviously quite 
impressive," Rubley said. "I 
think the fun part about this 
horse is that he's versatile. 
He's won at a mile, he won at 
5y2 and now 7 [furlongs], so 
the possibilities are endless." 
Three weeks later he won 
Laurel's 7-furlong Heft Stakes 
in similar fashion against 
open company. 

Alwaysmining is the first 
stakes winner bred in the 
name of longtime Maryland 
horsewoman Avia "Poppet" 
Pitts, who regularly foals out 
a couple of mares each year 
at her Hitchcock Plains Farm 
in Fallston, the home she 
inherited from her step-fa¬ 
ther, Joseph Flanagan, in the 
late 1970s. Her two brood¬ 
mares in residence are Rey 
Lake, a 17-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Meadowlake, and Al- 
waysmining's 16-year-old 
dam What Will Be.

late in her racing career at the 
end of the 2009 season. What 
Will Be retired with four wins 
in 33 starts and earnings of 
$128,529. The daughter of 
Anees has become a solid pro¬ 
ducer, delivering six consecu¬ 
tive foals, and four of her first 
five foals are winners. Pitts 
regularly sells each year's ba¬ 
bies as "short yearlings" at 
the Keeneland January horses 
of all ages sale-Alwaysmin- 
ing brought $32,000 when 
purchased by 3-D Blood¬ 
stock. Another of What Will 
Be's yearlings was Fletcher 
Is Golden, a son of Majestic 
Warrior who sold for $57,000 
in 2014. He went back through 
the ring later that year, for 
$110,000 at Ocala. The mare's 
Jimmy Creed daughter sold 
for $37,000 in January 2018. 
Pitts' biggest score came with 
What Will Be's most recent of¬ 
fering, a chestnut filly by Fast 
Anna who sold for $100,000 
in January-the first six-figure 
sales horse for Pitts. Runny- 
mede Racing's Greg and Car¬ 
oline Bentley made the pur¬ 
chase. 

Pitts oversees the foalings 
with the help of neighbor 
Vivian Rail. "I have fun with 
them as babies, and then they 
go down to Adrian Regan at 
Hunter Valley in Kentucky for 
sales prep the first part of De¬ 
cember," she said. "If it wasn't 
for them I wouldn't be able to 
do it." 

What Will Be is due in 
early April to the cover of 
Shackleford, and will likely 
go to Klimt this season. Both 
stallions stand at Darby Dan 
Farm in Lexington-What 
Will Be was booked to Klimt 
in 2018, "but the day she 
was ready to be bred he was 
booked, so that's how we end¬ 
ed up with Shackleford," said 
Pitts.

The filly is a half-sister 
to Rocky Policy (Rock Slide), 
winner of the 2018 Jameela 
Stakes and second or third in 
three other stakes, including

Money Fromheaven was 
bred by Timothy J. Rooney, 
whose family has owned and 
operated Shamrock Farm in 
Woodbine for decades.

It was the first stakes win 
in three tries for Cordmaker, 
a 3-year-old defeating accom¬ 
plished stakes-winning older 
horses including Talk Show 
Man and Sonny Inspired. The 
final time for the 1 mile over a 
track rated good was 1:35.84. 

Trained by Rodney Jen¬ 
kins, Cordmaker was pur¬ 
chased by his owner for 
$150,000 at the 2016 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic fall yearling 
sale. The chestnut son of two- 
time Horse of the Year and 
Hall of Famer Curlin is the 
seventh foal out of the win¬ 
ning Polish Numbers mare 
Tanca owned by Bob Manfu¬ 
so and Katy Voss. The mare is 
the dam of five other winners, 
including 2015 Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Nursery winner Corvus. 

"I liked the way it set up. 
They went awful fast," said 
Jenkins. "Even though this 
track is lightning fast, for a 
mile to go the half in :45 is re¬ 
ally moving.

I knew 
he was sitting on a big one.

Elevated 
Vision was one of two 3-year- 
olds, the other 2017 Mary¬ 
land-bred champion 2-year- 
old filly Limited View, who 



was the early pacesetter be¬ 
fore giving way to finish last. 

The 10th stakes winner of 
2018 for Maryland's leading 
sire Great Notion, Elevated 
Vision was facing older horses 
for the third straight time, but 
the first time while against the 
likes of Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pions Crabcakes and My Ma¬ 
gician, the latter the defend¬ 
ing Politely winner, as well as 
2018 multiple stakes winner 
Anna's Bandit. Crabcakes and 
Anna's Bandit are also daugh¬ 
ters of Great Notion. 

Stalking the pace. Elevated 
Vision sprinted clear in mid 
stretch and held off My Ma¬ 
gician to win by a length in 
1:10.69 over a main track rat¬ 
ed good. Anna's Bandit was 
a neck behind My Magician 
in third. Crabcakes, the 3-5 
favorite who had never fin¬ 
ished worse than second in 
nine previous tries at Laurel, 
finished a lackluster eighth, 6 
lengths behind the winner. 

A $68,000 purchase by 
D Hatman Thoroughbreds 
out of the 2016 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall yearling sale. 
Elevated Vision was unraced 
at 2 and came out at 3 to win 
her first two races, in February 
and March at Laurel, before 
finishing third in a restricted 
turf allowance against old¬ 
er horses in May and going 
to the sidelines. In her return 
Nov. 30, she finished third in a 
6-furlong dirt allowance. 

"She came out of the box 
early and won a couple races 
right off the bat. Then she had 


a couple little issues that kind 
of sidelined her for the sum¬ 
mer, but we always hoped 
she was this kind of horse," 
Schoenthal said. "But, until 
you lead them over here in a 
stakes race, you don't know. 
She deserved to be a long- 
shot.

CC ceding and Care of Mare/Foal, Stallion, and Grow- 
X ing Horse” is the over-arching theme of the upcom¬ 
ing Horse Management Seminar hosted by the Rutgers 
Equine Science Center and Rutgers Cooperative Exten¬ 
sion.

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RIVERS RUN REEP - 

THE CHAMP RETURNS TH URIH FUR A NEW CAREER 


R ivers Run Deep is arguably the 
fastest horse ever bred in Ohio. 
You don’t get named as state’s 
Sprint Champion four consecutive years 
without credentials to back it up. After six 
seasons of competition on the track, he is 
leaving the shedrow of trainer Chris 
Hartman for a new residence and career 
as a stallion at Poplar Creek Horse Center 
in Bethel, Ohio. 

The son of Ready’s Image out of 2017 
Ohio Broodmare of the Year Music Miss, 
by Prospector’s Music, was bred by 
O.T.B.O. member Nancy Lavrich and 
Walmac Farm LLC. He joined the mil¬ 
lionaire’s club with 20 career victories, 
including 13 stakes wins, in the Buckeye 
State. Along the way he set two track re¬ 
cords at Belterra Park, the first came in 
the 2014 Best of Ohio Sprint while run¬ 
ning 6 furlongs in 1:08.78. He eclipsed 
that mark in the 2016 Babst/Palacios Me¬ 
morial with a 1:08.44 clocking. 

His 46-race career started at Del Mar 
and he won at first asking over the syn¬ 
thetic surface in 1:10.78 with a young Joe 
Talamo in the saddle. His connections 
were impressed enough to send him to 
Remington Park in Oklahoma for his 
second start where he finished second in 
the $75,000 Kip Deville Stakes. He closed 
out his juvenile season finishing off the 
board in the 1 mile $200,000 Jean Lafitte 
at Delta Downs in Louisiana. 

As a 3-year-old he took up winter 
residence at Oaklawn Park, a schedule he 
would keep throughout his career. In his 
seasonal debut he was bumped and shuf¬ 
fled back to 10th and last but put in a 
strong rally to run third behind Ride On 
Curlin. That track record-setting winner 
went on to run second in the Grade 1 Ar¬ 


kansas Derby and to California Chrome 
in the Preakness Stakes. Rivers Run Deep 
ran second in his next two starts sprint¬ 


ing and finished sixth going a mile in the 
$100,000 Northern Spur Stakes.

Trainer Cody Autry then loaded up 
the van and headed to Ohio, where a star 
was born. Rivers Run Deep’s four-year 
domination of state sprinters began at the 
unique distance of furlongs in the 
$50,000 Tall Stack Stakes at Belterra Park 
where he dominated the field, just gallop¬ 
ing out the final furlong to win by 12M 
lengths. He got his first two-turn win in 
the lM6-mile Green Carpet Stakes in sim¬ 
ilar fashion, winning in a hand ride by 10 
lengths. 

Autry tried him again going long in 
the 9-furlong Cleveland Gold Cup at 
Thistledown and he set all the pace but 
was eventually caught by two-time Ohio 
Horse of the Year Needmore Flattery. It 
was time to return to his winning formu¬ 
la and he closed out his first champion¬ 
ship season with three consecutive stakes 
sprints in his home state-the $50,000 
Honey Jay at Thistledown; the track re¬ 
cord performance in the $150,000 Best of 
Ohio Sprint at Belterra Park, and the 
$50,000 Cardinal Handicap against his el¬ 
ders while toting 126 pounds. 

He was given a two-month break and 
owners James and Ywachetta Driver 
turned his conditioning duties over to 
Chris Hartman, who based most of his 
summer and fall stable in Kentucky-just 
a bridge away from the Buckeye State. 
“When he first shipped in, I saw this 
drop-dead gorgeous horse standing about 
16.3 hands. Really well-made, nice hip 


and shoulder, extremely well-balanced,” 
said the 45-year-old trainer who is a na¬ 
tive of Arizona, though his father is from 
Van Wert, Ohio. “To go along with his 
athletic looks he had a great mind too, al¬ 
ways loved his work and enjoyed his job.” 

Hartman kept the winning successful 
formula in play. He wintered in Hot 
Springs with a win and three solid sec¬ 
onds and then as he put it, “We began our 
summer tour of Ohio.” It started with a 
dominant performance in the Babst/Pala- 
cios Memorial at Belterra Park in a 
9-length romp. He hoped to get a start on 
the turf in the Gendelman Memorial 
there, but rain moved the T/6-mile hand¬ 
icap to the main track. Rivers Run Deep 
looked strong with a 4-length lead into 
the stretch but was caught by eventual 
Ohio Horse of theYear Jac’s Fact. Back to 
his best act, he again won the Honey Jay 
(now $75,000) and the $150,000 Best of 
Ohio, contested at Thistledown in 2015, 
and parlayed those performances to his 
second Sprint Championship. 

Sticking to the playbook. Rivers Run 
Deep started the next season with a win 
at Oaklawn Park followed by a victory in 
the $75,000 Babst/Palacios Memorial, 
where he shaved a fifth of a second off his 
own track record. After a near miss sprint¬ 
ing 5 furlongs on the turf at Churchill 
Downs in the $63,000 Mighty Beau, it 
was back to the Buckeye State for another 
win in the $75,000 Honey Jay. Then it 


was on to take a third $150,000 Best of 
Ohio Sprint (run at Mahoning Valley in 
2016) followed by a dominating Cardinal 
Handicap victory for yet another year- 
end trophy as the state’s top sprinter. 

Stop me if you’ve heard this one. He 
started 2017 with a prep at Oaklawn Park 
and a win in the $75,000 Babst/Palacios 
Memorial and was—in the words of the 
Daily Racing Form chart caller “tons the 
best.” Three races later he racked up an¬ 
other $75,000 Honey Jay score. On his 
way through his annual tour he accom¬ 
plished something he had never done- 
winning a 5-furlong sprint on the turf in 
a $100,000 optional-claiming event at 
Churchill Downs. Heavily favored to win 
his fourth Best of Ohio Sprint (rotated to 
Belterra Park for ’17) he was forced ex¬ 
tremely wide by a bolting horse on the 
turn and came up a nose short for the 
win. His body of work was impressive 
enough to garner his fourth sprint cham¬ 
pionship in the state, eclipsing the feat set 
by Ben’s Reflection 2003-2005. 

Back to the plan. Rivers Run Deep 
kicked off the season with a sprint win at 
Oaklawn and then headed to Cincinnati 
for his scheduled appearance in the Babst/ 
Palacios Memorial. Little did his connec¬ 
tions know he would be met by a rising 
star on the Ohio scene named Altissimo. 
The Hartman trainee ran second to him 
that day and in the subsequent Gendel¬ 
man Memorial. He finished fourth to Al¬ 
tissimo in the Honey Jay and third to the 
probable Horse of theYear in the Best of 
Ohio Sprint. 

“I guess FatherTime may be getting to 
him, but he still won over $110,000 from 
seven starts last year,” stated Hartman 
from Oaklawn Park just a day away from 
the future stallion’s van ride to Poplar 
Creek Horse Center. “He’s retiring sound 
after 46 career starts. He had quite a fol¬ 
lowing in Ohio —he was his own advertis¬ 
ing billboard! He should be the star of the 
show up there now.” 

Rivers Run Deep earned $1,187,945 
while compiling a record of 20-12-6 and 
13 stakes tallies. While his forte was 
sprinting, he did prove he could win at 
two-turns and on the grass. His robust 
physical combined with soundness and 
speed will be especially welcomed to the 
Ohio Program-kudos to the home state 
hero. Plans are to have him stand at an 
introductory stud fee of $2,000. 








ALTISSIMOGOESOUTONAHIGHNOn 


A t a time of the year when most 
horses are being turned out after 
a tough campaign, trainer Rich¬ 
ard Zielinski found a fresh and ready-to- 
roll Altissimo in his stall weeks after his 
fifth stakes win of the year in the $75,000 
Cardinal Handicap at Mahoning Valley 
Nov. 3. With his 5-year-old gelding feel¬ 
ing his oats and no stakes remaining on 
the Ohio landscape for older horses he 
started looking at condition books and 
zeroed in on the $100,000 Dave’s Friend 
Stakes Dec. 29 at Laurel Park. 

Altissimo showed his readiness for re¬ 
turn with a bullet 4-furlong work Dec. 
15. Christian Pilares, who guided Altissi¬ 
mo to all six of his wins in 2018, was giv¬ 
en the riding assignment. 

As they headed to the post in the 6-fur¬ 
long affair, favoritism went back and forth 
between the Ohio-bred and “Horse for 
Course” Laki, who made 10 starts at Lau¬ 
rel with seven wins and three second-place 


finishes. His latest runner-up spot came in 
the Grade 3 Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash, and most recently won the Howard 
and Sondra Bender Memorial in a game 
effort. When the gates opened over the 
“good” track, Laki was the slightest of fa¬ 
vorites over Altissimo. 

Usually on the lead in his races, Pilares 
tried a new tactic in the Dave’s Friend, 
rating Altissimo off the speed laden field. 
It took all of his arm strength to hold back 
the natural urge of the gelding to take 
flight as he took him back to fifth. They 
eased out into the stretch, quickly spHt 
horses and dropped back to the rail in a 
courageous run that saw them come up 
a diminishing head bob short of victory. 

Bred by Nancy Lavrich and Niknar 
Farm LLC, Altissimo is a son of Noble 
Causeway out of Great Goin Rose, by Al¬ 
bert the Great. Owned in partnership by 
Lavrich and Ronald Zielinski, the thrill¬ 
ing effort closed out Altissimo’s 5-year-

old season with nine starts, six wins, two 
seconds and a third-place finish for purses 
of $320,875. His career total is $474,388 
from 33 starts. 


THISREDOWN CLOSES OUT 2010 MEET AFTER 
HOSTING BEST OF OHIO ANO GRAOED OHIO OERBY 


T he 2018 live racing season at JACK 
Thistledown Racino came to a 
close after 100 days that saw Ohio 
Derby starters make national waves, the 
Best of Ohio series return to North Ran¬ 
dall and familiar names lead the season’s 
standings. 

After finishing second by a nose to 
Core Beliefs in the Ohio Derby-G3, Lone 
Sailor earned his first graded stakes in the 
Oklahoma Derby-G3. It was the second 
straight year the Ohio Derby produced the 
Oklahoma Derby winner, following Un¬ 
trapped. Trigger Warning, third at 86-1 in 
the Ohio Derby, followed with a second in 
the Indiana Derby-G3 and is now Grade 
1-placed after finishing third in the Penn¬ 
sylvania Derby. Ohio Derby contenders 
Flameaway Diamond King and Title 
Ready also later placed in graded stakes. 

The Best of Ohio series saw crowns 
passed, champions return and newcomers 
rise.Two-time Ohio Horse of the Year Mo 
Dont No won the Endurance for the third 
straight year. Altissimo got the best of five¬ 
time champion Rivers Run Deep in the 


Sprint, and TakechargedeHlah caught 
Ohio’s champion handicap mare Leona’s 
Reward in the Distafi'. Drillit and Dia¬ 
mond Dust stamped themselves juveniles 
to watch in the John W Galbreath and Ju¬ 
venile Stakes, respectively. 

From 384 mounts Walter De La Cruz 
led all jockeys with 81 wins, including the 
listed Lady Jacqueline Stakes with Dutch 
Parrot. Luis H. Colon, aboard for the Juve¬ 
nile win with Diamond Dust, was second 
with 65 wins from 221 mounts. Ricardo 
Fehciano, who rode Proper Discretion to 
win both the Scarlet and Gray Handicap 
and the J. WiUiam Petro Memorial, was 
third with 61 wins from 258 mounts. 

Jeff Radosevich, the track’s leading 
trainer across a dozen meets, again led the 
trainer standings, finishing with 83 wins 
from 303 starts. Among his winners were 
Mo Dont No in the Best of Ohio Endur¬ 
ance and Mobil Solution in the Catlaunch 
Stakes. Robert Gorham, who trains Gal¬ 
breath winner Drillit, was second with 44 
wins from 257 starts. Gary Johnson, who 
resurrected his training career in 2017 after

a 10-year absence, was one win behind in 
third with 43 wins from 250 starts, includ¬ 
ing Diana Stakes winner Heavenhasmy- 
nikki. 

The trainer standings reflect power¬ 
house owners with large stables. Radosev¬ 
ich is the primary trainer for leading own¬ 
er Loooch Racing Stables, who finished 
the season with 90 wins from 297 starts. 
The stable campaigns 2018 stakes winners 
Mo Dont No, Heavenhasmynikki and

Proper Discretion. Gorham trains for run¬ 
ner-up Mast Thoroughbreds, whose 25 
wins from 150 starts included stakes win¬ 
ner DriUit.

Both owners finished 
with 19 wins, Irish Charm from 139 starts 
and Friedman from 80 starts. Live racing 
returns to JACK Thistledown Racino 
April 27.

REGALLY-OHED GROOP1 
WINNER BIONDEHI TO 
POPLAR CREEK 

G roup 1 winner Biondetti will 
join Rivers Run Deep at Poplar 
Creek for 2019. He is an impec¬ 
cably-bred son of Bernardini out of the 
Group 2 winner Lyphard’s Delta, by Ly- 
phard. Biondetti was undefeated in his 
first three starts at 2 including the Group 
1 Gran Criterium at a mile in Italy. He is 
a three-quarter-brother to Delta Princess, 
a three-time graded stakes winner of 
$740,918, as well as Indy Five Hundred 
($244,510), a Grade 1 winner on the turf. 

Delta Princess is the dam of the leg¬ 
endary Royal Delta ($4,811,126) who 
was voted the Eclipse Award as Champi¬ 
on 3-year-old Filly in 2011 and followed 
that with back-to-back Eclipse Awards as 
the Older Mare. His second dam is Proud 
Delta ($387,761) the Champion Older 
Female in 1976. Biondetti was the leading 
third-crop sire in Florida before his move 
to Ohio. Robin Murphy, who operates 
Poplar Creek Horse Center, purchased 
him privately prior to the Keeneland sale. 
She says he will stand at the farm in Beth¬ 
el for $2,500. 


T hings are looking up in Ohio. 
Mahoning Valley Race Course 
recently concluded its Fall Meet 
and 2018 calendar season and did so with 
yet another annual increase in wagering. 
Since its launch in 2014, the young race¬ 
track has seen handle increases each cal¬ 
endar year. All told, wagering volume on 
the Mahoning product for 2018 increased 
10.6 percent compared to 2017. 

“We are extremely proud to announce 
yet another increase in handle and both 
the state of Ohio and Ohio horsemen 
should also take pride in this accomplish¬ 
ment,” said vice president of racing Mark 
Loewe. “It’s incredibly exciting to see our 
team, from racing secretary EdVomacka, 
his racing office crew, valets, gate crew, 
and all operate at such a high level year 
after year. It takes a team effort and we 
have one heck of a team.” 

For the Fall Meet,jockey Luis M. Qui¬ 
nones captured his first riding title at Ma¬ 
honing Valley, piloting 31 of his 189 
mounts to the winner’s circle. Quinones 
also finished third nationally in 2018 with 
281 wins. “He’s such a hard worker,” said 
Quinones’ agent Billy Johnson. “He’s out 
there every morning working hard. He 
drives from track to track without com¬ 
plaint. I don’t know how he does it, but 
his work ethic and obvious talent make it 
a pleasure to work with him.” 

While Quinones notched his first rid¬ 
ing title, it was more business as usual in 
the trainer’s standings as Jeff Radosevich 
collected yet another training title. For 
the Ohio-based Radosevich, there’s little 
better than winning another training title 


on his longtime stomping grounds. “I 
have great owners. Obviously, I couldn’t 
have done any of this without their con¬ 
tinued and unwavering support. I love 
Ohio. Mahoning Valley gives me an op¬ 
portunity to race year-round from my 
home. Thank you Mahoning Valley!” 

Mahoning Valley held its signature 
event—the $250,000 Steel Valley Sprint- 
on Nov. 19 and the marquee race of the 
meet didn’t disappoint as Trigger Warning 
survived an epic stretch duel and an ob¬ 
jection to win the race over Bobby’s 
Wicked One. Trained by Mike Rone, 
Trigger Warning was put on the lead ear¬ 
ly under Irwin Rosendo and then en¬ 
gaged in a fierce battle with the run¬ 
ner-up from the top of the stretch to the 
wire and was made the winner after Tyler 
Gaffalione’s claim of foul was not allowed. 
In the $75,000 Hollywood Gaming Ma¬ 
honing Distaff on the Steel Valley Sprint 
undercard, the gray mare Puntsville was 
able to hold off a late charge from Lake 
Ponchatrain to score her 13th victory in 
25 career outings. 

While she did not take part in any of 
the unrestricted stakes Mahoning offered 
during the Fall Meet, Leona’s Reward 
was tabbed the Horse of the Meet after 
dominating Ohio-breds in her three starts 
in restricted stakes events. Trained by Tim 
Hamm, Leona’s Reward romped by 
8-lengths over Ohio-bred fillies and 
mares in the Ohio Debutante Handicap 
on Nov. 3 and followed that up with a 
win against the boys in the Ruff/Kirch- 
berg Memorial Stakes two weeks later. In 
her final start of the meet, the daughter of 
Parents’ Reward returned to face fillies 
and mares in the Bobbie Bricker Memo¬ 
rial Handicap and again cruised to a 
7-length score. All told, Leona’s Reward 
banked a total of $138,000 during the Fall 
Meet for her owners Blazing Meadows 
Farm and Michael Friedman.

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Warrior’s Reward offers 
great value and potential

Bolstered by an exceptional breeders’ award 
program, the stallion market in Pennsylvania has 
gained considerable momentum lately. Yet an¬ 
other top prospect has been added to the region 
for 2019, with Warrior’s Reward coming in from 
Kentucky to settle atWynOaks Farm near Delta. 

The stallion’s $4,500 fee looks paltry 
compared to what he offers: a solid pedigree, a 
Grade 1 -winning record, and average earnings 
per starter of $47,553. With just five crops on the 
track to date. Warrior’s Reward has progeny earn¬ 
ings of over $17 million. Although $3.4 million of 
that was earned by juveniles. Warrior’s Reward is 
adept at siring horses of all types. 


“He can produce any kind of runner on any 
kind of surface,’’ said Donald Brown, managing 
partner of Warrior’s Reward. “He’s had Breeders’ 
Cup horses, he’s had graded stakes winners, 
and he’s had horses in claimers that go long and 
short. They dirt, they turf. He’s capable of getting 
anything.’’ 

Warrior’s Reward, by Medaglia d’Oro and 
out of the Seeking the Gold mare For All You Do, 
is the sire of Puerto Rican champion 3-year- 
old Exclusivo, 2018 Grade 3 winner Warrior’s 
Club, and stakes winners Medal of Courage and 
Yockey’s Warrior. The most notable runner he had 
the past year is Axelrod, who won the Indiana 


LEER THOMAS 
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Derby-G3 and the Smarty Jones Stakes after 
placing in the Affirmed Sfakes-G3 af Sanfa 
Anita. He finished second in the Pennsylvania 
Derhy-GI at Parx before frying fhe Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-GI, ultimately earning $710,080 
during the year. 

Other stakes winners by the 13-year-old 
stallion include T Rex Express, Battle Sta¬ 
tion, Requite, Strawberry Baby and Warrior- 
scmoutoplay. He also sired 2015 stakes 
winners at Belmont Park, Gulfstream Park, and 
Woodbine Racetrack. HisTencendur ran in the 
2015 Kentucky Derby-GI after finishing second 
in fhe Wood Memorial Sfakes-GI. Warrior’s 
Reward has had 65 percent winners from 
sfarters, and was ranked 38th on the 2018 
General Sires List ahead of the likes of Tiznow, 
Bodemeisfer and Awesome Again. 

Bringing Warrior’s Reward to Pennsylvania 
was a lightning fast process. “We were shop¬ 
ping for a stallion and had put the word out,’’ 
Brown said. “We got a list of names. Warrior’s 
Reward was on it, and I knew immediately 
that’s who we wanted, that was the one. The 
horse was only on the market about 24 hours.’’ 

Warrior’s Reward has been shuttling the 
Southern Hemisphere season in Australia and 
was not scheduled to arrive in Pennsylvania 
until Dec. 20. “We are planning and hoping to 
do a stallion viewing with him on Jan. 5,’’ Brown 
said. 


Barbara Wheeler, who owns WynOaks 
Farm with her husband. Chip, said, “We are 
absolutely excited about having him. He’s going 
to be a great addition to the Pennsylvania 
breeding program. He is a well-established 
stallion, especially after the accomplishments 
his offspring had this year.’’ 

Warrior’s Reward had previously been 
standing at Spendthrift Farm in Kentucky, 
where he entered stud in 2011 for a fee of 
$15,000 after a successful racing career. He 
broke his maiden firsf ouf af Gulfsfream Park, 
then won an allowance race at Churchill Downs 
four monfhs lafer before embarking on a slew 
of stakes starts. Warrior’s Reward finished sec¬ 
ond or fhird in fhe Jim Dandy Sfakes-G2, Dwyer 
Stakes-G2 and Northern Dancer Stakes-G3, but 
the best was still to come. 

As a 4-year-old in 2010, Warrior’s 
Reward won an allowance race before faking 
Aqueduct’s Carter Handicap-GI, defeating the 
likes of Muskef Man and fufure sfandouf sire 
Mannings. He then placed in two more graded 
stakes events before frying fhe Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-GI at Churchill Downs; Warrior’s Reward 
finished fifth of 12 and has fhe disfincfion of 
defeating future grass titan Wise Dan in that 
race. Warrior’s Reward retired with four wins 
and 11 top three finishes from 17 starts for 
earnings of $565,716. 


Now that the impressively built stallion has 
moved from Kenfucky fo Pennsylvania, Brown 
has opted to do something a bit different with 
the horse’s stud fee, officially lisfed as: “$4,500 
Live Foal stands and nurses. Special consider¬ 
ation for mares foaling in Pennsylvania.’’ 

Brown explained, “The way the Pennsylva¬ 
nia breeding program works, there is a reward 
for stallion owners here in the state when there 
are offspring fhaf race here. We fhoughf fhaf 
people who race in Pennsylvania should get a 
discount, because we have a chance of getting 
that money back down the road. If we have a 
lof of offspring on fhe ground in Pennsylvania, 
the return could be more than the $4,500 if 
someone gefs a really nice runner.’’ 

For Brown, the draw lies in Warrior’s Re¬ 
ward’s pricing. “I love the value in him,’’ he said. 
“He’s a proven stallion that ranks anywhere 
from 30th to 40th in the overall general sire 
rankings, and at his price point he’s simply a 
value. You usually have to pay a lot more to go 
to a stallion in that range.’’ 

Warrior’s Reward will be one of fwo 
stallions at WynOaks this season; Weigelia also 
stands there. Wheeler is looking forward fo fhaf 
prospect, and joked, “It will make things a little 
busier to have both of fhem, but we’re okay 
with that!’’

Venotes PA-sired 
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Racing Across the Nation 


I t seems after Breeders’ Cup weekend, 
stakes action slows down across the 
nation for a while- South Carolina 
farm and training center graduates were 
able to still find the winner’s circle 
following eight stakes races. 

Matty’s Magnum proved best in the 
Winter Memories Stakes at Aqueduct 
Nov. 22. In a race taken off the turf and 
run at 1 mile on the main track, Matty’s 
Magnum had one beaten in the first 6 
furlongs. In the final quarter, she moved 
inside to the rail and, in a determined 
effort, got up to win by a nose. This filly 
came up through Travis Durr’s breaking 
program at the Webb Carroll Training 
Center in St. Matthews. 

The next day Princess Warrior came 
from behind in the Grade 2 Mrs. Revere 
Stakes at Churchill Downs. Seventh 
early on, she was four-wide on the turn 
for home and reached the finish line first 
by a length. Princess Warrior is a product 
of Cary Frommer’s operation in Aiken. 

The 2-year-old filly Liora recorded 
her first stakes win in graded company 
when taking the Grade 2 Golden Rod 
by a nose at Churchill Downs Nov. 24- 
Liora broke fastest of all as the longest 
shot on the board, set every fraction over 
the sloppy track and would not be denied 
while pressed throughout the IVie miles. 
Liora is a graduate of Franklin “Goree” 
Smith’s breaking program at the Elloree 
Training Center. 

Victory Rally, another Webb Carroll 
Training Center grad, proved best in the 
Geisha Stakes at Laurel Park that same 
afternoon. Fifth early on. Victory Rally 
was able to find a path on the rail, made 
the lead in upper stretch and held off 
the competition to hit the wire a neck 
in front. 

Maximus Mischief extended his 
juvenile record to 3-for-3 after captur¬ 


ing the Remsen Stakes-G2 at Aqueduct 
Dec. 1. Cary Frommer bought this colt 
as a yearling and pinhooked him into 
the Timonium sale last May, getting 
$340,000. Stalking the leader early, 
Maximus Mischief disputed the pace 
to the half-mile pole. In the stretch, 
Maximus Mischief showed who was boss. 
He crossed the finish line 2W lengths in 
front. 

Henley’s Joy rebounded from a sub- 
par effort in the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Turf-Gl by overwhelming the opposi¬ 
tion in the 1-mile Pulpit Stakes over the 
Gulfstream Park turf Dec. 8. Sent off 
as the favorite, he was mid-pack during 
the early stages and found his way to the 
front at the top of the stretch. He left all 
the others behind when drawing away to 
score by 4H lengths. He is also a product 
of Cary Frommer’s program. 

Money Fromheaven was in no hurry 
early on in the Maryland Juvenile Filly 
Championship Stakes at Laurel Park 
Dec. 8. While five-wide at the top of 
the stretch, she found her best stride and 
came flying down the lane to win by a 
neck. She learned her early lessons under 
the watchful eye of “Goree” Smith. 

Clever Serve, a graduate of Brad 
Stauffer and Ron Stevens’ Legacy Stable 
in Aiken, trailed the field for the first 
half-mile in the She’s All In Stakes at 
Remington Park Dec. 16. She entered 
the stretch five wide and circled the field 
to come home a IH-length winner. 

We congratulate all the stakes win¬ 
ners who began their training careers in 
South Carolina. We also congratulate 
their connections. A special congratula¬ 
tions and thanks goes out to the staffs at 
our farms and training centers.

New Starter Reward Program For Virginia Point To Point Series Announced 



The Virginia Equine Alliance (VEA) announced it will fund a new 
starter reward program for the spring Point to Point races, with the 
goal of increasing participation in the series which begins March 
16th. 

Every time a Virginia-owned or Virginia-trained horse makes a 
start in any Point to Point race, the owner will receive a $200 starter 
reward. The bonus is designed to increase steeplechase participation 
at all levels, from owner-rider divisions to open hurdle and timber 
divisions. 

“The VEA recognizes that the Point to Point circuits are a vital 
element of steeplechase racing and we want to do everything we 
can to promote and support the Point to Points in Virginia,” said 
VEA Executive Director Jeb Hannum. “The Point to Points are an 
important first step for many horses as well as giving young riders 
an opportunity before going to the sanctioned meets. We hope the 
Reward Program will encourage new owners and broader participa¬ 
tion this year.” 

The spring schedule, which runs from March 16 - April 28, features 
a Point to Point meet on seven consecutive weekends. In order, they 
will be held in Warrenton (Warrenton Hunt), Upperville (Piedmont 
Fox Hounds), Middleburg (Orange County Hounds), Ben Venue 
(Old Dominion Hounds), Leesburg (Loudoun Hunt), Berryville 
(Blue Ridge Hunt) and again in Middleburg (Middleburg Hunt).

centralentryoffice.com. 

The VEA will also give $25,000 to each of five National Steeplechase 
Association (NSA)-sanctioned meets in the Commonwealth and 
donate $10,000 to the Virginia Point to Point Foundation. Included 
are the spring and fall race meets at both Glenwood Park in Middle¬ 
burg and the Foxfield race meets in Albemarle County along with the 
November race meet at Montpelier in the Town of Orange. 

$5,000 Awarded To Top 16 Virginia 
Yearling Futurity Money Earners 

A total of $5,000 in bonus monies were awarded this month to the 
top four money earning three year old horses that participated in the 
2016 Virginia Yearling Futurity. Determined Vision, who was both 
the Champion colt and overall Grand Champion that year, earned a

$3,000 first place bonus. 

What the Beep finished second and was awarded $1,000. Virginia Fa¬ 
ble and Blushing Justine were third and fourth respectively and each 
collected awards of $700 and $300. 

Determined Vision, a now 4-year-old Jump Start gelding bred by 
Althea Richards, captured the White Oak Farm Stakes in 2018 and 
finished second in the Meadow Stable Stakes. He also scored in a 
maiden special weight race May 4th at Laurel. The Phil Schoenthal 
trainee is a full brother to Just Call Kenny, a Grade 3 stakes winner 
who has bankrolled $483,770. Determined Vision made one start as 
a 2-year-old and seven this past year. Out of the Green Dancer mare. 
Green Jeans, he has earned $88,690 thus far. The top bonus earner is 
owned by D. Hatman Thoroughbreds and Kingdom Bloodstock Inc. 

What the Beep, a Great Nation filly bred and owned by the Eagle 
Point in Ashland, is out of Toccoa by Purple Comet. The Rob Bailes 
trainee won back to back starts at Laurel last year — a waiver maiden 
claimer May 5th and an allowance race on June 8th. What the Beep 
also finished second to Altamura in the Camptown Stakes August 
4th. Overall in ten career starts, she has earned $76,253 and has 
finished “in the money” in half those efforts.

Virginia Fable is a Swagger Jack filly that won her first race July 14th 
last year in a maiden special weight at Laurel. The Susan Cooney 
trainee was bred by Becky Lavin and has six top three finishes from a 
dozen starts. She was runner-up in the 2018 Tyson Gilpin Stakes and 
finished third in the Oakley Stakes. Virginia Fable, out of Falsehood 
by Awesome Again, has bankrolled $71,902. She is co-owned by 
Andrew Lavin and Becky Lavin. 



Blushing Justine was bred by Nellie Mae Cox and Rose Retreat Farm 
and is currently trained by Carlos Martin. She was victorious in her 
career bow at Aqueduct in November, 2017. The filly is by Justin Phil¬ 
lip out of Fiona by Cuvee. Blushing Justine has earned $56,393 from 
twelve starts and is owned by Matthew Kilstein and Nat Krohn. 

Colonial Downs Update; Live Thoroughbred 
Racing Set To Return August 8th 

Plans continue to evolve for Colonial Downs and its Rosies Gaming 
Emporium sites in the state. Locations are set for the first four Rosies 
sites, which will all feature live simulcast wagering, historic horse 
racing, a restaurant/lounge and entertainment. The Rosies at the 
track itself in New Kent is scheduled to open in April. The second will 
open later this spring in the Town of Vinton, located just outside of 


Roanoke, in the former Colonial Downs OTB center. The Richmond 
location, a former Kmart building on Midlothian Turnpike, will 
open in June. A fourth will be located in Fiampton at the Power Plant 
complex, next to Bass Pro Shops, directly off 1-64. Track officials are 
working to secure a location in Chesapeake, and hope to have one 
open in that Tidewater market by year s end. 

Live thoroughbred racing will return this summer beginning August 
8th with a 15 day meet spread over five weeks. The season will contin¬ 
ue through September 7th mainly on a Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
basis. The Grade 3 Virginia Derby will return August 31st after sever¬ 
al editions were held at Laurel, as will the Virginia Oaks which will be 
carded the day prior. The last time thoroughbred races were held in 
New Kent was in 2013. Details are at www.colonialdowns.com.

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Meehan’s roots undeniably deep

J im Croce was an American 
foik and rock singer-songwriter 
whose music influenced my 
chiidhood in the 1970s. 

The iyrics from one of his most 
famous compositions goes, "you 
don't fug on Superman's cape, 
you don't spit info the wind, you 
don't puii the mask off that oid Lone 
Ranger and you don't mess around 
with Jim" or for my story's purpose, 
Eiizabeth Meehan. 

(if you are fortunate enough 
to know Eiizabeth, then you wiii 
appreciate this character reference). 

The bantam weight dynamo from 
Shepherdstown, W.Va., ciosed out 
one of her most productive seasons 
of racing, while according to ciose 
sources remaining systematicaliy 
humbie. 

I sat down with Eiizabeth and her 
sister Chrissy, visiting for the hoiidays, 
while they took a brief respite from 
work, and kiddingiy posed the 
question, throughout history cuitures 
have aimost uniiateraiiy assigned 
women the roie of the weaker sex, 
but with the Meehan giris that just 
can't be correct. 

With a muted chuckie Eiizabeth 
coyiy responded, "Yes the Meehan 
women are a boid and opinionated 


group," whiie crediting younger sister 
Chrissy as her co-conspirator in this 
behavior. 

Eiizabeth deferred to Chrissy for 
an anaiysis of the intrepid Meehan 
iineage, which just happens to be as 
oid as the Biue Ridge mountains. 

"Eiizabeth and i are the 14th 
generation of my famiiy," said 
Chrissy. "My mother's maiden name 


was Van Metre (Dutch) and we 
immigrated to America in the 1600s. 
Our ancestors had the first iand 
grant in the Shenandoah Vaiiey. 
in 1730, Governor Gooch and the 
Virginia Councii issued said grant 
to Jon and isaac Van Metre for the 
parcei of iand south of the Potomac 
River, west of the Shenandoah River 
and east of the Opequon Creek. 
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"Much of this property was 
eventually sold to a cousin (Joist 
Hite) who solicited familios to settle 
on this land, one of which turned 
out to bo the Shepherd clan, whom 
the present day town is named 
after. One of the most important 
landmarks bearing our family name 
still exists near Martinsburg,W.Va., 
the Van Metro Stone Bridge. It was a 
primary source of travel to Berkeley 
Springs and is rumored to have 
often boon traversed by George 
Washington." 

The Van Metro family participated 
in a wide array of trades, including 
horse trading, blacksmiths and 
racing. 

The girls pointed out that their 
mother grow up in Shopherdstown 
and that is the present location 
whore Elizabeth broods and raises 
her horses. 

As youngsters they competed 
sido-by-sido in a variety of 
equestrian events, 4-H, pony club 
and showjumping. 

Said Chrissy"! always knew 
that I wanted to be a veterinarian 
and gained valuable knowledge 
shadowing the vets at Valley Vet 
Equine. I graduated from Cornell 
University College of Veterinary 
Medicine and eventually became 
a Board Certified large animal 
surgeon. I am immensely proud of 
Elizabeth and have learned so much 
from her about work ethic and 
dedication to the animals we both 
serve." 

Elizabeth maintains a string of five 
to seven horses at Charles Town and 


as is her custom continues to handle 
the bulk of the chores associated 
with her outfit. 

Husband Jason says, "Elizabeth 
subscribes to the theory that no one 
does it like you do. This is her life and 
she wouldn't have it any other way." 

Jason went on to mention that his 
wife and partner doesn't care if you 
are 7 feet tall or 5 foot 2, she is never 
afraid to verbalize her opinion or be 
a staunch supporter of aftercare 
programs for equine athletes. 

Jason is a multi-generational 
blacksmith and lists Ronney Brown, 
James Casey, David Walters, Rusty 
Davis and Larry Curtis as his main 
clients. 

One of Elizabeth's favorite horses 
is Meehan Meehan. She bred, raised 
and raced him prior to his current 
status as an accomplished hunter/ 
jumper. 

Elizabeth's daughter Megen loves 
to ride, but according to mom may 
lean more heavily to the academic 
side of the business. 

Last year saw the emergence of 
Elizabeth Meehan as a force on the 
West Virginia racing/breeding scene. 

Beginning before the sun has an 
opportunity to greet well-wishers, 
to late into the evening, Elizabeth 
supervises every aspect of her four¬ 
legged children. 

She monitors how much water 
they consume, the amount of grain 
left in feed tubs, temperatures, 
listlessness, any abnormality 
that deviates from their normal 
deportment. 


Only recently has she allowed 
anyone other than herself to gallop 
her beloved possessions. 

Occasionally, she will give in 
to Jason and allow him to bring 
17-hand Fairweather Friend to the 
paddock to be saddled. 

The son of Fiber Sonde out of the 
homebred Two Smart mare Salony 
can be a handful, especially when 
utilizing his substantial frame. 

With lifetime earnings in excess 
of $120,000 and a game second- 
place effort in the 2018 WVTBA 
"Onion Juice" Breeders Classic, the 
gray/roan gelding sits poised for a 
prosperous New Year. 

Another of Elizabeth's works of art 
and shining example of her extreme 
patience is Blue Plaid. 

This son of Fiber Sonde was away 
from competition from January 2017 
until April 2018. 

In his last seven starts he has 
compiled a record of four wins, 
two seconds and a third, with a 
stellar runner-up placing in the West 
Virginia Dash for Cash Breeders 
Classic. 

Elizabeth stated that she is 
planning on breeding back her 
small band of broodmares to Fiber 
Sonde in 2019, hoping to recreate 
analogous results. 

Hard work is her calling card, 
passion for horses unmistakable. 

My number one contender for 
Elizabeth's favorite quote is, "Animals 
do speak, but only to those who 
know how to listen."

NSA continues safety initiatives 


With the 2018 season’s final raee meet, the 
National Steepleehase Assoeiation’s Safety 
Committee eoneluded the sixth year of its 
eontinual efforts to maximize the safety of jump 
raeing’s horses and riders. 

“The safety of our eompetitors has always— 
always—^been the first priority of the National 
Steepleehase Assoeiation and its Board of 
Direetors,” said NSA President Guy J. Torsilieri. 
“When the Board of Direetors authorized 
formation of the Safety Committee in 2012, our 
intention was to state explieitly and emphatieally 
that safety is the defining value in everything that 
we do and in every deeision that we make.” 

The Board of Direetors mandated that the 
Safety Committee would look at every aspeet 
of the sport and evaluate it seientifieally and 
statistieally to determine how to implement 
improvements that enhaneed horse and rider 
safety. 

“We had the right person to lead this effort, 
Reynolds Cowles, a distinguished veterinarian 
and steepleehase horseman who is a past 
president of the Ameriean Assoeiation of Equine 
Praetitioners,” Torsilieri said. “With his diligent 
and thoughtful leadership, the Safety Committee 
has suggested dozens of improvements for jump 
raeing, and the NSA board has adopted them.” 

Cowles assembled a highly diverse eommittee 
of all stakeholders, ineluding joekeys and former 
joekeys, trainers, veterinarians, stewards, NSA 
offieials, and raee-meet offieials. Also, the 
Safety Committee has worked with jump-raeing 
authorities in other eountries to benefit from their 
experienees and researeh. Eaeh year, the Safety 
Committee has reeommended improvements 
to the sport that were adopted by the Board of 
Direetors. 

“Eike any sport, steepleehase raeing entails 
risks to its partieipants. Our job is to reduee those 
risks for the well-being of the horses, joekeys, and

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steepleehasing,” Torsilieri said. “While the Safety 
Committee has suggested many improvements 
and updates, its singular eontribution has been 
to plaee safety at the forefront of every aspeet of 
steepleehase raeing. Reynolds Cowles’ leadership 
has made it possible for these improvements to be 
implemented without signifieant dissent.” 

Here are some of the efforts that were either 
initiated by the Safety Committee or endorsed by 
it over the past six years. 

Standardized prerace tests for horses. 
Consisteney is important for both horses and for 
trainers. The Safety Committee has proposed, 
and the NSA has adopted, standardized preraee 
testing for all horses at raee meets. To assist meet 
veterinarians, a video that outlines the required 
examinations is available. 

The eonsistent preraee testing informs trainers 


of the disabilities that would lead to a horse being 
seratehed for veterinary reasons. 

Also, both veterinarians and stewards are 
direeted to serutinize all horses’ past performanees 
for issues that might arise in the preraee tests or 
during the raee. 

Safety testing for jockeys. In 2018, the 
Safety Committee developed an industry-leading 
protoeol for handling head injuries in raeing. 
Joekeys undergo eoneussion testing to establish 
a baseline prior to raeing. When an ineident—a 
fall or lost rider—oeeurs, the joekey must pass 
both physieal and eognitive tests before being 
permitted to resume riding. 

Course improvements. The Safety Committee 
works with raee meets to assess the safety of

Notable purse increases are the Queen’s Cup 
MFC ’Chase for novices, which will increase by 
a third to $100,000. It will be run on April 27 in 
memory of Jim and Midge Price. The My Lady’s 
Manor on April 13 will increase to $50,000.

courses and suggest improvements to enhance 
safety. These enhancements may include altering 
the course of a turn or adding a running rail to 
keep horses on a defined path around a turn. 

On-course response procedures. The Safety 
Committee has developed, and the NSA has 
endorsed, standardized procedures for both 
horses and jockeys when an incident occurs. 
Race meets are required to have specific 
equipment available in case of an incident, and 
the procedures mandate actions to evaluate and 
care for both the horse and rider. 


Apprentice opportunities. Apprentice 
jockeys are still learning the sport, and the 
Safety Committee developed recommendations 
that avoid having inexperienced riders aboard 
inexperienced horses, specifically in maiden 
hurdle races. Also, the Safety Committee 
endorsed the NSA decision to limit racetrack 
racing to experienced journeyman jockeys. 

Racetrack changes. At the suggestion 
of Dr. Scott Palmer, the New York Gaming 
Commission’s equine medical director, the NSA 
removed the final homestretch fence for hurdle 
races run at racetracks as a strategy to reduce 


late-stage incidents. The change was effective 
in 2016 at New York Racing Association tracks 
and subsequently was extended to all flat tracks. 

Fences. The National Fence has stood the 
test of time, and SafTfence has proved to be 
a safe alternative. The Safety Committee has 
suggested, and the NSA board has approved, 
enhancements such as ground and takeoff lines 
on the cushions. Also, firmer foam has been 
mandated when the cushions are being replaced. 
The Safety Committee also examines potential 
successors to the National Fence, which has been 
in use for more than 40 years.

Maryland to kick off 
MATCH Series in 2019

A fter a celebrated and highly successful 
return to the racing calendar last year 
after 16 years on the shelf, the Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred Championships 
(MATCH) Series in 2019 will feature a 
new look designed to encourage more 
participation from horsemen and make it 
easier for the racing public to foUow the 
series through big-event programs. 

Racetracks and horsemen’s groups 
involved in the MATCH Series opted to 
have each partner track-there are five for 
this year-hold races in each of the four 
divisions on one day So there will 20 stakes 
in the series spread over five days from late 
April through late September. 

In 2018, MATCH events over five divi¬ 
sions were held on about 15 different days. 
As part of a regular review of the series, 
the stakeholders decided to go with four 
divisions in 2019. They also agreed to not 
use graded stakes in the series and set the 
purse for each of the 20 stakes at $100,000. 

This year’s host tracks, which contribute 
marketing funds, are Laurel Park (April 
20), Hollywood Casino at Penn National 
Race Course (June 1), Delaware Park (July 
13), Parx Racing (Sept. 2) and Monmouth 
Park (Sept. 28). The participating horse¬ 
men’s groups, which provide the bonus 
money, are the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, Pennsylvania 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association, Delaware Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 
and the New Jersey Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association. 

AU of the listed stakeholders were 
MATCH partners last year and for all or 
part of the series when it first ran from 
1997-2001. 

Breed organizations will again offer 
bonuses for the respective state-bred top 


male and female by total points earned in 
the MATCH Series regardless of division. 
The groups offering the incentive this 
year are the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association, Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association of Newjersey, Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association and the Delaware 
Certified Thoroughbred Program. 

Purses will total $2 million, while divi¬ 
sion and overall championship bonuses 
will reach $375,000. The breeder bonuses 
from the four states total $40,000-$ 10,000 
from each organization. 

Last year, the MATCH Series began 
in May on Preakness Stakes weekend at 
Pimlico Race Course with four stakes. This 
year, the four series events will be part 
of a Saturday program that includes the 
Federico Tesio Stakes and Weber City Miss 
Stakes, the local preps for the Preakness 
and Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, respectively. 

The MTHA realized an important regu¬ 
latory goal late in 2018 when Dr. Elizabeth 
“Libby” Daniel officially began her duties 
as Equine Welfare and Medical Director 
for the Maryland Racing Commission. 

The MTHA was among the racing 
industry groups that has pushed for the 
state to have an equine medical director 
similar to those who work in California, 
Louisiana, Kentucky and New York. In 
late 2013 the Maryland Department of 
Legislative Services, in a forward-looking 
report on the MRC, recommended the 
position be created. 

Funding for the position—it was 
included in the MRC budget rather than 
approved by legislation—became available 
in 2018. The MRC tapped Daniel, who has 
served as state veterinarian since the retire¬ 
ment of Dr. David Zipf; she continues to 
serve in that role as well. 


Daniel in December called the new 
position “a work in progress” as she began 
identifying her goals in relation to her 
duties as state veterinarian. Maryland opted 
to include the word “welfare” in the title, 
which somewhat broadens the position. 

Daniel said she plans to work more 
closely with the Beyond The Wire Thor¬ 
oughbred aftercare program, which assists 
owners and trainers with finding homes for 
retired racehorses based in Maryland. She 
also plans to establish an industry mortal¬ 
ity review board to examine necropsies 
and solicit input from aU stakeholders to 
identify ways to further reduce the chances 
of equine fatalities. 

In another development, the MTHA 
Board of Directors in December further 
strengthened its commitment to back- 
stretch workers when it approved another 
increase in its contribution to the Maryland 
Backstretch Pension Fund. 

Earlier in 2018, the MTHA increased 
the contribution to $500,000 from 
$400,000. The December action will 
increase it to $750,000 pending approval 
from the Maryland Racing Commission. 
The amount had been $400,000 since 2013. 

Maryland law states that the MRC may 
direct a deduction from open purse money 
of 0.25 percent of aU pari-mutuel pools to 
be paid to the pension fund, which equates 
to slightly more than $1.5 m illi on. 

The MTHA pension program began 
in 1988. Signups for the program are con¬ 
ducted each spring at Laurel and Pimlico. 

Licensed horsemen in good standing 
employed in the care of horses on the 
backstretch in Maryland, including trainers, 
are eligible to participate. Benefits become 
available when an employee reaches age 65, 
or at age 55 with 25 years of service. ^

B “Life Lived Large: The Tale of Dickie 
Small” was writer Vinnie Per rone’s 
chronicle of the life and career of one of 
Maryland’s most iconic horsemen. 

“Top of the class in officer candidate 
school. Freefalls through the blackest 
Vietnamese sky for a top-secret special 
forces unit of the Green Berets. Only 
Maryland trainer to snare the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl. Stakes wins every year 
from 1974 to 2002. Three million-doUar 
earners,” were just a few of the 63-year- 
old Small’s achievements. Training 
highlights included the careers of the 
meteoric Caesar’s Wish, Breeders’ Cup 
champ Concern, and the remarkable 
Broad Brush. “They put a crazy horse 
with a crazy man,” said Small of Robert 
Meyerhoff’s $3-miUion earner and future 
leading sire, “and the stars aligned.” 

Perrone had recently earned his own 
accolades. The former Washington Post 
writer and regular contributor for Mid- 
A^tlantic Thoroughbred won an Eclipse 
Award for a memoir on his late colleague 


25years ago 

B One day before the Jan. 21 deadline, 
Joe De Francis announced he would buy 
out the stock owned by his estranged 
partners Bob and Tom Manfuso, thereby 
maintaining ownership control of Laurel 
and Pimlico. 

De Francis had taken over the man¬ 
agement of Maryland’s two major tracks 
upon the death of his father, Frank De 
Francis, in August 1989. With his sister 
Karin and business partner Martin Jacobs, 
De Francis held slightly more than half 
the stock. In October 1993 a Russian rou¬ 
lette clause was activated by the Manfusos 
to force a buy-out; De Francis stepped up. 
It was noted no additional investors were 
said to be involved, although the purchase 
apparently was facilitated by Washington 
Redskins owner Jack Kent Cooke’s inten¬ 
tion to purchase 100 acres of land adja¬ 
cent to the track. 

B Maryland rider Phil Grove was selected 
to receive two prestigious honors: the 
1994 George Woolf Memorial Jockey 
Award, and induction into the Maryland 
Sports HaU of Fame. The Frederick, Md., 


and mentor, Clem Florio, that appeared in 
the magazine in 2008. 

B Charles Town celebrated its 75th 
anniversary with the unveiling of its new 
Charles Town Racing HaU of Fame, 
featuring horses, horsepeople and industry 
figures from the local area who played 
significant roles in racing history. The first 
10 inductees were trainers Sylvia Bishop 
and Robert HUton; track founder Albert 
J. Boyle and track announcer Costy Caras; 
jockeys Vincent Bracciale, Jesse Davidson 
and Sam Palumbo; and horses Annie’s 
Dream, Crying for More and Turn Capp. 

B Maryland StaUion Station left its 
site in Glyndon and relocated its eight 
stallions to Bonita Farm in Darlington 
and Shamrock Farms in Woodbine. 

The horses were moved Dec. 29, five 
days after the new arrangement was 
announced, and were ready for the 
upcoming breeding season. 

B The National Sporting Library’s 
Museum of Sporting Art at Vine HiU 
opened to the pubUc Jan. 1 in Middleburg, 
Va. It was stiU a work in progress, as 

native based his riding career in Maryland 
and West Virginia. The nation’s leading 
apprentice rider in 1967, he had won 
nearly 4,000 races. 

B Classic winner Bet Twice was moved to 
Northview Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City, Md., for the 1994 season. Winner of 
the 1987 Belmont Stakes-Gl, the son of 
Sportin’ Life stood his first five seasons in 
Kentucky. 

Compromised bj fertility issues, Bet Twice 
was pensioned after two seasons at Northview, 
and lived out his life at Robert Levfts Muifield 
East, just down the road from Northview, until 
his death at age 15 in 1999. Eevfts mother, 
Blanche, and Sisley Stable had campaigned 
Bet Twice through a career of 26-10-6-4 and 
$3,308,599. In seven crops, he sired 26 stakes 
horses. 

B Junior pony racing proved educational, 
competitive and fun, and a popular racing 
circuit created in 1991 was growing. The 
top two riders in 1993 were 13-year-olds 
KeUy Conaway and EUzabeth Voss, with 
Voss taking the series by a single point. 

A number of prominent horsemen 
and women participated in pony races 
over the years when held largely as pre¬ 
race entertainment at local point-to-points 



construction on a new wing was to begin 
in the spring. 

B One of the hottest runners on the 
East Coast at the end of the year was 
Rutledge Farm’s Researcher. The bay 
Virginia-bred won his fourth straight, 
third in a stakes, when capturing 
Aqueduct’s Queens County Handicap-G3 
in December. The foal of 2004 was a 
result of the breeding program at Virginia 
Tech’s Middleburg Agricultural Research 
and Extension Center (MARE Center), 
which used donated mares and stallions, 
and subsequent foals, in equine nutrition 
studies.

50years ago 

I Attempts by federal lawmakers to amend 
existing income tax laws in a manner which 
would threaten the existence of the horse 
breeding industry brought about the creation 
of a national organization of horse breeders. 
Named the American Horse Council, the 
organization was created after a meeting of 
more than 60 horsemen from 18 states who 
met in Miami, Fla., that January. All light 
breeds of horses were to be represented 
by AHC, with items such as a complete 
horse census, medical research as it applies 
to horses and encouragement of horse 
production high on the agenda. Noted 
editor Snowden Carter: '‘This could be the 
most progressive step taken by American 
horse breeders since founding the stud 
book.” 

I Maryland-bred champion Barbs Delight, 
a stakes winner in each of his four seasons 
on the track, second in one of the fastest 
runnings of the Kentucky Derby (1967), and 
a lover of burgundy (he’d drink it out of the 
bottle) was one of the harder horses in the 
country to handicap. "He’ll half-length you 
to death,” said Maryland racing secretary 
and handicapper Larry Abbundi, meaning 
that Barbs Delight would win by only 
what he had to. One of the fastest horses 
in the country—he ran a mile at Arlington 
Park in LSdAs when winning the Assault 
Handicap-Barbs Delight was being pointed 
by trainer Hal Steele for another attempt 
at Bowie’s John B. Campbell Handicap. He 
finished second to In Reality in 1968. 

Barbs Delight was bred by Donald 
Motch and foaled at Bruce Livie’s Bobanet 
Farm. Motch tragically died later that year, 
and the colt was sold at Keeneland as a 
weanling. Owner Guy Huguelet Jr. pur¬ 
chased the bay son of Bagdad and Flora

B Three Maryland owned Derby/ 
Preakness eligibles were being watched 
with interest. 

Gay Bit, owned by Bruce Livie’s 
Bobanet Stable, a winner of seven straight 
before getting a break, was the favorite 
going into the Louisiana Derby at Fair 
Grounds. Mrs. H.J. Mohr’s Royal Prince, 
one of Maryland’s top juveniles, was back 
in training. And Director J. E., owned 
by Ella K. Bryson, was also a multiple 
stakes winner at 2.

Carrying co-top weight of 122 pounds in the 
1969 Campbell, Barbs Delightfinished second 
again, 1 / lengths behindfellow Mary land-bred 
fuvenile fohn, in with 113. He retired after that 
season with 15 wins from 39 starts, 14 placings, 
and earnings of $266,567. Retired to stud, he is 
perhaps best known as the broodmare sire of mil¬ 
lionaire Sefas Beauty. 

B For the first time in the brief history of 
Adantic City’s Matchmaker Stakes, Maryland 
would be represented by a stallion standing 
in the state. The syndicate-owned Nearctic, 
standing at Allaire duPont’s Woodstock 
Farm, was one of three stallions offered to 
the owners of the top three finishers of the 
race. The others were champions *Sea-Bird 
and Dr. Fager. 


The only one to make it to the classics was 
Gay Bit. The gelding finished second in the 
Touisiana Derby before going off as the longest 
shot on the board, at 25-1, in the Derby, where he 
was sixth of 16. He finished slightly better in the 
Preakness when fifth of seven, missingfourth by a 
head. Stymie was 5 lengths back in sixth. 

B The Editor’s Saddle-Bag returned, with 
Humphrey Finney explaining the hiatus 
while working for the war effort with the 
Coast Guard: "It has been a long time 
since this column has appeared in The 
Maryland Horse, the writer thereof having 
been engaged in business where publicity 
was frowned upon. Of late, however, 
we have been working on a special 


Securing the breeding rights in the third running 
were King Ranch’s winning Gallant Bloom, that sea¬ 
son’s champion 3-year-old and top handicap filly or 
mare, the previous year’s national champion. Gamely, 
and six-time stakes winner Singing Rain. The first 
two runnings of the race were won by duPont’s 
Politely, and duPont chose breeding rights to Hail 
to Reason and *Ribot The stallion seasons could be 
usedfor any of the owners’ mares-none of the top 
three finishers in 1969 were bred to their prices.

B Joe B. Hickey Jr., Pimlico’s public 
relations director and a regular contributor 
to The Maryland Horse, was hired by E.P 
Taylor and Allaire duPont in Chesapeake 
City, for an office position in Taylor’s 
Stallion Division complex at Windfields 
Farm. Hickey stated that his first love with 
horses had always been the breeding end 
of the industry, and that was the principal 
factor in his decision to leave the track. 
Kelso Sturgeon was to take over as publicity 
director at Pimlico, a position the 29-year- 
old held at Laurel since the previous fall. 

B Pennsylvania’s recent legalization of 
Thoroughbred racing was driving the 
state’s breeding industry and had an impact 
on Maryland’s annual mid-winter sale in 
Timonium. New breeder Mark R. Herr, 
owner of Valhalla Stables in Birchrunville, 
Pa., purchased the sales topper. Hero’s 
Daughter, for $45,000. By *Gallant Man 
out of a Hyperion mare, she was in foal to 
*Turn-to. The average of $3,809 for 83 sold 
was more than double the previous high, 
$1,690, set the year before.
